NEW DEAL FOR CITIZENS 


CARR WILL MOVE TO CHICAGO 





Dugan & Carr to be Western General 
Agents of Company and Also 
of the Hartford 





An important announcement was 
made this week in which it has be- 
came known that the Citizens of St. 
Louis, would transfer its underwriting 
department for all states now reporting 
direct to the home office, to Chicago, 
its affairs to be conducted by Dugan 
& Carr, as western general agents, who 
on March 1 will also assume that title 
for the western jurisdiction of the 
Hartford Fire. 

As is known the Hartford and Citi- 
zens have been closely affiliated for ten 
years, the Hartford automatically rein- 
suring a percentage of the Citizens 
business and the stock is held by the 
Hartford people. In the east, south 
and Pacific coast the two companies 
are under one management. The home 
office of the Citizens handles direct the 
twenty states that also report to Chi- 
cago for the Hartford. In order to 
have a uniform policy and to bring 
about economies, it was felt desirable 
to have the same arrangement for 
Westren Union territory. 

Carr to Be in Chicago 

Vice-President John H. Carr of the 
Citizens will locate in Chicago and as 
stated will become a partner with A. G. 
Dugan in the western management of 
both companies. W. C. Boorn and 
J. J. Purcell will be assistant general 
agents of both companies. 

The home office of the Citizens will 
continue in St. Louis under the super- 
vision of Secretary P. O. Crocker and 
other necessary officers where the se- 
curities and a complete record of its 
financial transactions will be kept. 

Each Will Have Separate Specials 

Mr. Carr will bring with him to Chi- 
cago some of the examiners and other 
employes. The examiners will handle 
the work of both companies in their 
respective fields but each company will 
have its separate set of field men un- 
less in cases where the Citizens has 
but a few agents in a state and then 
the Hartford special will look after 
the interests of both companies. 

Both Mr. Dugan and Mr. Carr are 
experienced men, are well versed in 
the Hartford policy and plans. Mr. 
Dugan became a partner with J. W. G. 
Cofran when the latter was in Chicago 
and is held in high regard. Mr. Carr 
has been the chief man at the helm in 
the Citizens for some time. Prior to 
taking up home office work he was in 
the field. He is a man of force and 
vigor. Underwriters feel that the Hart- 
ford and Citizens will have a splendid 
team in Dugan & Carr. 





To Examine Promotions 

The Illinois department will have a 
bill introduced in the legislature giving 
the insurance superintendent the power 
to examine the books and records of 
companies in the process of organiza- 
tion that have offices in Illinois, the bill 
to be patterned after the New York 
law of a similar nature. 
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NEBRASKA LEGISLATION 
BARTOS GETS FIVE ADVANCED 


Busy Little Senator Turned Down by 
His Own Committee, But Gets 
There Nevertheless 


Nothing like a complete turn-down 
by his own committee stops the course 
of Senator Bartos of Nebraska, chair- 
man of the senate insurance committee, 
who has to date introduced twelve in- 
surance bills. Five of them came up 
for consideration by the committee last 
Friday night, and the vote stood every- 
body else to Bartos for indefinite post- 
ponement. But the next day the busy 
little senator made a minority report 
on the bills to the senate, and got every 
one advanced to the general file, which 
means that they next come up for con- 
sideration on the floor of the senate. 
These are the five: 

Senate file 64—Makes insurance notes 
nonnegotiable. When given in pay- 
ment of first premiums, they can not be 
discounted at the banks. 

Senate file 111—Puts penalty on an 
insurance contpany for offering a friv- 
olous or technical defense in a suit over 
a policy. Its purpose is to make in- 
surance companies fight their cases on 
their merits. 

Senate file 112—Requires that insur- 
ance companies make all dividend pay- 
ments out of their surplus funds. 

Senate file 134—Requires reports from 
every insurance company in the state 
to the state auditor. State Auditor 
Barton prepared this bill, and Bartos 
introduced it at his request. 

Senate file 136—Provides for the ex- 
amination of all insurance companies 
in the state by the state insurance de- 
partment. 

While Senator Bartos has been busy 
in his end of the legislature, Repre- 
sentative Otto Kotouc of Humboldt, 
representing Richardson county, as 
chairman of the house insurance com- 
mittee, has also been busy, introducing 
these bills: House Roll No. 401—Pro- 
vides that all insurance companies do- 
ing business of the state shall be subject 
to the rules of the state insurance de- 
partment. 

House Roll No. 402—Provides that 
any insurance company desiring to do 
business in the state shall file certain 
lines of information with the state au- 
ditor regarding the kinds of policies 
proposed to be sold. 

House Roll No. 403—Provides that 
the insurance department shall have 
authority over insurance rates and 
power to prevent discrimination. 

House Roll No. 404—Any insurance 
company desiring to do business in the 
state is required to file any information 
in writing with the auditor that he 
may ask for. 

House Roll No. 405—Makes the giv- 
ing of false information by an insur- 
ance company or agent to the auditor 
a misdemeanor and fixes penalty.

Merritt is a practical business man 
and for many years a prominent mem- 
ber of the New York legislature. 





COMPANIES PROTECT AGENTS 


Demand That Their Rights Be Recog- 
nized in Connection With 
Eastern Railroad Line 


The insurance placed under schedule 
on the property of the Boston & 
Northern and Old Colony Street Rail- 
way Companies has been the subject 
of considerable attention of late on 
the part of companies and agents in 
the eastern part of Massachusetts. It 
is stated that the brokers were en- 
deavoring to cancel and rewrite the line 
without recognizing the territorial 
rights of agents. Agents, on the other 
hand, have taken the position with their 
companies that they should be paid a 
commission on the portion of the risk 
located within their jurisdiction. The 
attitude of the companies generally is 
believed to be expressed by the Home 
of New York, which has notified the 
brokers that they would be unable to 
continue their line unless satisfactory 
arrangements were made with the 
agents of the company at the various 
points where risks were located. The 
Continental, Aetna, Royal, North 
British and others have taken similar 
action. The National Association of 
Local Fire Insurance Agents has is- 
sued a notice to all cooperating com- 
panies asking them not to write the 
line unless the agents’ territorial rights 
are recognized. The Massachusetts 
association has advised its members to 
act in concert with the companies to 
this end. 





R. P. Ockenga’s New Position 

R. P. Ockenga of Freeport, IIl., who 
recently resigned as Wisconsin special 
of the Williamsburg City, takes the IIli- 
nois field for the German American of 
Baltimore. He was formerly president 
of the Illinois Field Club and is an all 
round man. 


C. F. Collins Critically Ill 


Very discouraging reports were re- 
ceived yesterday at the western depart- 
ment of the Aetna from C. F. Collins, 
the company’s Missouri state agent, who 
underwent an operation for appendicitis 
at the University hospital at Kansas City 
a few days ago. On Tuesday peritonitis 
had developed and his condition was crit- 
ical. The fact that he is young, of fine 
physique and his general health has been 
good are in his favor.

INCREASE AT MILWAUKEE 


PREMIUM RECORD FOR YEAR 








Dwelling Rates in the City are Likely 
to Remain Undisturbed on 
Committee’s Report 





Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 14—(Special 
Correspondence) — Milwaukee agents 
are surprised and gratified to find a 
larger increase than usual in the pre- 
mium receipts for the city. There were 
some very dull months last year and 
many agents thought there would 
surely be no increase over the total 
of $1,977,357 for 1909 but complete re- 
turns show $2,059,040 reported for 1910, 
an increase of $82,000. The gains were 
made mostly by the small agencies. 
Most of the larger ones just about 
holding their own. 

Where the Gains Came From 


: An increase in the automobile floater 
business accounts for part of the gain. 
The city authorities insist that pre- 
miums on policies that in any way pro- 
tect from fire loss must be reported 
for the fire department tax. 
Five of the six local companies claim 
$20,000 of the gain in business and 
write a total of $242,000 or nearly 12 
percent of the entire premiums. The 
leaders among the individual companies 
rank the same as last year down to 
fifth place which the Concordia lost 
to the Home by a narrow margin. 
The Northwestern National came 
within $4.00 of displacing the Royal.

Dwelling Rates in Milwaukee 

The question of dwelling rates is 
proving to be a difficult one to solve. 
A committee of five was appointed 
three months ago to consider the sub- 
ject. After two months had passed 
the committee reported that an agree- 
ment ‘had not been reached and sug- 
gested that its membership be in- 
creased to nine, 

At the board meeting last week a 
report was presented which recom- 
mended that no change be made in the 
present dwelling rates unless a re- 
duction was made in all rates, the 
agreement being that there is a serious 
conflagration hazard in the resident 
districts owing to the fact that the 
dwellings are nearly all of frame con- 
struction with shingle roofs. 

Report Was Not Unanimous 

The report was signed by seven of 
the committee, four favoring and three 
dissenting. A verbal statement was 
made by one of the dissenting mem- 
bers giving his views in opposition. 
The report was not discussed but was 
sent back to the committee with in- 
struction that, failing to agree by the 
next board meeting, formal reports be 
made by both those who favored and 
those who opposed a reduction in 
dwelling rates.

Fidelity-Phenix in Indiana 

Owing to the decision of the Fidelity- 
Phenix to retain F. Koeckert, 
Indiana state agent, in a responsible 
position at the western department of- 
fice, W. J. Wood, the adjuster for the 
state, will now become state agent and 
adjuster. He will give his personal

TALES ON LIFE INSURANCE 

Franklin Mann, for six years 
statistician in the Chicago agency of 
the Northwestern Mutual Life, was 
the speaker at the meeting of the Fire 
Insurance Club of Chicago Tuesday 
evening. His subject was “Life In- 
surance” and he handled it admirably. 
Starting with the old wagering con- 
tracts, he traced briefly the develop- 
ment of the scientific basis of the busi- 
ness.

CONSTITUTION MEETS FAVOR 


Underwriters Club Members at Cin- 
cinnati Approve New Document— 
Annexes Not Recognized 











The new proposed constitution and 
bv-laws for the Underwriters’ Club at 
Cincinnati have been printed and issued 
and are being received with approval. 
With the new secretary of the club Mr. 
Aukenbauer, taking hold in good shape 
much more unanimity of action is 
hoped for than has prevailed hereto- 
fore. The new constitution and by- 
laws if adopted will carry out prac- 
tically the improvements that were con- 
templated some time ago. Several pro- 
visions which were merely rules are 
now included in the constitution. The 
object of the association is stated 
among other things to be to work in 
harmony with the state and national 
associations and to compile statistics in 
Hamilton county, to gather and dis- 
seminate information to the end that 
fire losses in Hamilton county may be 
kept at a minimum, to maintan uni- 
formity and correct methods in writing 
policy forms and, generally to improve 
and elevate the business of fire under- 
writing within its jurisdiction. 

Underwriters’ agencies or other ad- 
juncts are not regarded as other than 
the parent company for purposes of 
membership, unless the agency is al- 
ready established, except it be a com- 
bination of two or more companies 
under separate management. Agents 
of mutual companies are not eligible. 
A pledge of each member is required 
that he shall not rebate. The new 
document will probably be acted upon 
at the regular meeting on February 23d 
though a special meeting may be 
called for the 21st.

Rockwell Made Inspector 


Judge David L. Rockwell of Ravenna 
who was some time ago mentioned as 
the successor of C, C. Lemert as su- 
perintendent of insurance for Ohio but 
whose appointment did not materialize, 
has been made inspector of building 
and loan associations under Judge 
Lemert. 


Roport on Steubenville 

One of the recent town reports put out 
by the Ohio Inspection Bureau is that on 
Steubenville graded in the 3% class. The 
city has a high pressure water service for 
fires, and the pressure is said to be excel- 
lent, but reservoir capacity is insufficient. 
There is no building code, but a fire limit 
ordinance imposes fair safety conditions 
in the congested hazard district. Electric 
wiring is defective, and it is shown that 
much rubbish is allowed to accumulate. 
There are 13 recommendations for im- 
provements in the waterworks system; 
eight in the fire department, including 
two new engines, one a motor and one 
a chemical; three for the fire alarm sys- 
tem and seven ordinances. The report 
contains a good map of the high pres- 
sure water system,

MICHIGAN AND INDIANA 


WOULD JAR SLOW PAY AGENTS 


Old Detroiter Thinks Companies Are 
too With Delinquests— 
Highland Bark’s New Engine 


Detroit, Mich, Feb. 13—(Special 
Correspondence)—Some time ago I 
had a letter from a friend of*’mine who 
had been raised from sub-special agent 
to a sort of assistant to the manager, 
Anyway, I think his business is to get 
delinquents in line. He said he was 
having a busy time of it and wondered 
how it happened that so many of his 
company’s agents got behind. He said 
he had to use a lot of good judgment 
and soft talk to get cash coming his 
wav, not because he thought that the 
best way, but he had to be careful 
not to hurt the agents’ feelings, that is, 
he must not make them mad for fear 
the company would suffer a loss of 
business. He seemed to think that an 
agent who is slow must not be handled 
in the same way a merchant would 
handle a slow customer. 

A few years ago a merchant in De- 
troit announced that he would not ac- 
cept telephone orders and would not 
send goods C. O. D. The only way 
he would do business would be by 
dealing direct with his customers and 
getting paid then and there. Some 
merchants in the same line saw his 
finish and went so far as to advertise 
that they would take telephone orders, 
would send goods C. O. D. and better 
still, would open a thirty day account 
and sell goods just as cheaply and as 
good as any other firm. The cash-on- 
the-counter man is today doing the best 
business in his line in Detroit. The 
people who traded with him in the 
main honored his boldness and gave 
him the best kind of support. 

I think a company which has agents 
it is afraid to make come to time has 
a pretty poor lot and it would be a 
good thing to shake them up, or trade 
off and get better. They could not 
lose in the deal anyway because an 
agent who doesn’t pay up when his 
account is due is, to say the least, not 
a desirable representative for any com- 
pany. This everlasting chase for busi- 
ness makes some appear good for fear 
of hurting somebody. If companies de- 
manded the cash or the supplies and 
the agent was anything of a producer, 
the cash would come rather than the 
supplies. 





Fire Marshal Bill in Danger—The 
Ball bill to create a state fire marshal’s 
service, the insurance commissioner to 
be ex-officio head of it, had a close 
call to being killed in the house, al- 
though Governor Osborn recommended 
it in his inaugural. The main objection 
was that it would create more patron- 
age. To save its existence it was re- 
ferred to the insurance committee.

AN ILLINOIS AND WISCONSIN 





SHOWED LACK OF KNOWLEDGE 


How the Illinois Department Dealt 
With a Policyholder Who Com- 
plained of His High Rate 








Complaints of high fire rates are fre- 
quently made to supervising officials. 
A citizen of Illinois who carries con- 
siderable fire insurance on his prop- 
erty in one of the large cities, recently 
made complaint to the Illinois depart- 
ment of the rates charged. The letter 
was accompanied by a table showing 
the increase in the rates for a number 
of years. At the request of the de- 
partment the companies interested filed 
a schedule showing a diagram of the 
property and explaining the factors 
which go to make the rate. 

An analysis of the statement showed 
that the insured could very readily 
make such improvements, some of them 
at little expense, as would result in 
a marked decrease of the rates. A 
statement was also filed with the 
schedule showing three fires occurring 
within the last fifteen years on this 
property with an aggregate loss on 
building and contents of about $58,000. 
This indicates either a lack of knowl- 
edge on the part of the insuring pub- 
lic, of means of improving their prop- 
erty with a view to obtaining a great 
reduction in the rates ‘charged; or 
great neglect for failure to observe 
proper precautions to which their at- 
tention has frequently been called. 


Referred to a Subcommittee 
Senate Bill 101, introduced by Mr. 
Cornwell in the Illinois senate, pro- 
viding for an anticompact law, pat- 
terned after the Alabama law, has been 
referred to a subcommittee for con- 
sideration, 


Pass Fire Marshal Bill 

The bill making an appropriation for 
the office of state fire marshal of Illi- 
nois was passed by the senate last 
Monday, with but three dissenting 
votes. The bill appropriated a little 
over $25,000, the amount collected by 
the Illinois department in 1910 on ac- 
count of premiums collected by the 
fire companies in Illinois during the 6 
months beginning July 1, 1909, for the 
use of the fire marshal’s office. It is 
expected that the House will soon take 
similar action and thus enable Fire 
Marshal Doyle and his corps of 
deputies to begin work. 





Sustains Suit Against. Lloyds 

By deciding that service of suit upon 
the agent of a company not legally 
qualified to operate in Wisconsin, was 
legal and that the case could proceed, 
Judge E. C. Higbee at La Crosse, Wis., 
established a precedent. — 
Joseph S. Strupel insured his auto- 
mobile, which was burned, with the 
Lloyds, which do not comply with the 
Wisconsin law and therefore have no 
right to do business in Wisconsin. 
The Llovds, however. maintain a local 
agent.

IOWA AND THE NORTHWEST 


NORTH DAKOTA LEGISLATION 


Measures Introduced at This Session 
of the Legislature Include the Ala- 
bama Anticompact Bill 








The following bills have been intro- 
duced in the North Dakota legislature: 

House Bill No. 179, by Mr. Gorder, re- 
pealing Chapter 158 of the Session Laws 
of 1907 (Valued Policy Act). 

Senate Bill No. 46, by Mr. Plain, for an 
act establishing a hail insurance depart- 
ment and making the commissioner of 
agriculture and labor also the commis- 
sioner of hail insurance. 

Senate Bill No. 57, by Mr. Trimble, 
establishing a county hail insurance de- 
partment. 

Senate Bill No. 129, by Mr. Simpson 
providing that contracts of insurance 
made by any company belonging to or in 
any way connected with any tariff asso- 
ciation or such like thing by whatever 
name called shall be construed to add 25 
percent to the face of the policy or con- 
tract of insurance in addition to the 
actual loss or damage suffered; providing 
that the jury or court finding certain 
facts must add the amount of said pen- 
alty to the verdict, and providing for a 
liberal construction of this act. 

Senate Bill No.,8, by Mr. Wallin, a con- 
current resolution amending the constitu- 
tion of North Dakota, empowering the 
legislative assembly to establish a depart- 
ment of hail insurance within the state. 

Senate Bill No. 11, by Mr. Gunderson, 
creating the office of fire marshal.

Quick Work All Around

Foreman, a horse trader, testified to a 
conversation with Sigman prior to the 
fire which he regarded as suspicious.

State Hail Insurance Bill 

The South Dakota house of repre- 
sentatives has passed a bill providing 
tor state hail insurance. The state 


insurance department is to handle the 
work, but assumes no _ responsibility 
for it, aside from ensuring a fair han- 
dling of the funds. Farmers may in- 
sure against the loss of crops by hail, 
wind or other storms, to the extent of 
$500 per quarter section, by paying to 
the department a certain sum per acre. 
If the amount paid will cover the 
losses are to be paid in full; if the 
losses are in excess of the receipts, 
the latter will be pro rated. If they 
exceed the losses, policyholders will 
receive a dividend back.

LETTERS EFFECTIVELY USED 








Agents Turn Company Messages on 
Rate Regulation Bill Into Mis- 
souri Legislators Hands 


The leaders in the Missouri Local 
Agents’ Association have been using 
the letters sent out by companies to 
their agents protesting against the 
Missouri rate regulation bill, as a 
means of urging its passage. A letter 
was sent to each member asking him 
to forward the circular letters to his 
legislators, the idea being to show that 
the only opposition to the measure 
came from the companies themselves. 
The agents claim that two or three 
letters sent out by certain managers 
were peculiarly effective in producing 
a favorable influence for the bill and 
thus they became a veritable boom- 
erang from the company standpoint. 
Some of the legislators received fifty 
or sixty letters a day containing the 
company circulars. 

The bill has been recommended for 
passage in the senate and the agency 
leaders anticipate favorable action. The 
senate committee unanimously recom- 
mended it. 


Substitute for Fire Marshal Bill 

The Kansas fire marshal bill, which 
has passed the senate, has been re- 
committed by the house and those in 
favor of its provisions are already talk- 
ing of a substitute that will accomplish 
part of the purpose of the fire marshal 
bill. The substitute measure would 
place in the hands of the insurance 
superintendent and the fire chiefs many 
of the duties of a fire marshal. The 
fire chiefs would be required to in- 
vestigate suspicious fires and report to 
the superintendent, who would make 
a more through investigation. Inspec- 
tion of buildings for hazardous condi- 
tions is also made the duty of those 
officials. 


Valued Policy Bill in Oklahoma 

Representative J. Roy Williams of 
Lawton, Okla., has introduced a valued 
policy bill in the Oklahoma legislature. 
It provides that the amount stated in 
the policy shall be conclusive as to 





the value of any property burned, sub- 
ject to be rebutted by fraud. 

A bill for a commission to examine 
applicants for agents licenses has been 
introduced in Oklahoma. A fee of 
$5 is proposed. Another bill proposes 
to do away with adjustment companies 
and to require every company on a 
loss to deal directly with the assured. 
A newspaper supporting the latter bill 
invokes the shade of Webb McNall of 
Kansas in its favor. 


MUST GET ON A SOUND BASIS 


Commissioner Ballard of Oklahoma 
Gives Notice to Western National 
Fire—Examination Ordered 


Delay of the Western National Fire 
of Oklahoma City in filling its annual 
report caused the Oklahoma depart- 
ment to summon the officers for oral 
examination as to its affairs. They ap- 
peared before Deputy Commissioner 
Pettit but little light was thrown on 
the company’s affairs. Demand has 
been made, however, that existing 
claims for losses and other liabilities 
will be straightened up, and if the 
company fails in this the commissioner 
will demand the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. It is intimated that if such a 
step becomes necessary criminal pro- 
ceedings may also be started. 

Deputy Commisisoner McElrey has 
been ordered to make a thorough exam- 
ination of the company. It is said that 
the firm stand of the department will 
cause a reorganization of the company 
and that steps to that end are now 
under way. At anv rate the commis- 
sioner is determined not to renew the 
company’s license until it demonstrates 
that it is in a sound financial condition. 


Decided Against Company 

The supreme court of Arkansas has 
decided against the New Hampshire in 
the suit brought against it for a loss 
on a church at Prescott, Ark. The 
agent of the company denied having 
agreed to insure the building and 
claimed he merely took a memoran- 
dum of the amount to be written when 
the church was completed. A trustee 
of the church, however, asserted that 
the agent agreed to insure the prop- 
erty immediately. The jury decided 
against the company and the court 
considered only the question of the

legal power of the agent to bind the 
company by an oral agreement, and 
the effect of instructions from the com- 
pany not to write uncompleted build- 
ings except as a builder’s risk. 


Withdraw from Eureka Springs, Ark. 


The Royal, Queen, London & Lan- 
cashire, Teutonia, Girard, Rochester 
German, Mechanics & Traders, Boston 
and, it is understood, other companies, 
have canceled their Eureka Springs, 
Ark., business and withdrawn from the 
town. The reason assigned is the al- 
leged fact that water is not turned on 
in the water mains more than three hours 
a day, there being no fire protection 
whatever during the remainder of the 
time, and the cancellation of business 
is said to have followed a demand for 
a 33% percent increase in rates. It 
is also stated that the street railway 
company has ceased operating its cars 
and light plant, the town council, it 
is understood, having revoked its fran- 
chise.

Will Report to Bowers 


The Phoenix of Hartford is com- 
pleting arrangements to have its Okla- 
homa farm business reported to State 
Agent F. W. Bowers, at St. Louis, who 
conducts there a subagency and farm 
department plant for the company in 
Missouri in connection with his state 
agency duties. 


Peculiar Claim for Fire Loss 


A unique claim for loss has been re- 
ported from Okmulgee, Okla. The 
Parkinson, Trent Mercantile Co., of 
that point, has made claim for a loss 
for goods taken out by one of their 





clerks and inadvertently thrown into a 
trash fire on the outside of the build- 
ing. Twenty-one companies were in- 
terested and, while the amount claimed 
from each is small, the opinion pre- 
vails that no liability exists under the 
policy conditions for a loss of this 
kind, and that it would be a dangerous 
precedent to establish as, in following 
it out, all that would be necessary for 
any merchant with unsalable goods to 
do would be to have a clerk inad- 
vertently throw it into the fire. 


KANSAS NOTES 


E. A. Beilman & Co., of Wichita, Kan., 
have sold their agency to Liggett & Mc- 
Closkey. 


A bill taxing premiums in mutual fire 
companies 5 percent has been introduced 
in the Kansas legislature. 


A bill to permit the organization of 
mutual fire companies to insure auto- 
mobiles has been introduced in the 
Kansas legislature. 


Senator Travis has introduced a bill 
in the Kansas legislature which he thinks 
will be effective in keeping agents beyond 
the border of the state from getting con- 
trol of Kansas lines. 


The Bitting block in Wichita, Kan., 
owned by Charles W. Bitting, a promin- 
ent local agent, recently burned to the 
ground and all Mr. Bitting’s records were 
destroyed. He is now writing the com- 
panies for copies. 


At Denver, Colo., repeated attempts to 
fire the rooming house, No. 1926 Curtis 
street, have lead to an investigation by 
the police.

NEW FORMS OF COMPETITION 


Different Concerns at Louisville 
Casting About to Enter the 
Fire Insurance Field 














Local agents in Louisville are meet- 
ing with su~~estions of all sorts of 
competition. A corporation known as 
the Insurance Underwriters Company 
has been fo:med, and is advertising in 
large space in the Louisville dailies 
that it will save purchasers of its stock 
15 percent on fire premiums. It has 
not yet secured any companies. as far 
as known, but the chances of its de- 
owe the situation are consider- 
able. 

Another similar concern has been 
organized under the name of the Glover 
Insurance Avcency. It has a capital 
stock of $10,000, and has just filed 
articles of incorporation. 

The report that a leading trust com- 
pany would probably enter the field 
in Louisville was followed by the de- 
velopment that after final considera- 
tion of the plan the company had de- 
cided to confine itself to the banking 
business. Negotiations with a _ well 
known agency were under way, but as 
the latter discove ed that it could not 
remain in the Louisville Board if it 
joined hands with the bank, it decided 
not to close the deal. 

While the agents are not inclined 
to believe that the formation of 
agencies such as the Insurance Under- 
writers Company can affect the busi- 
ness, since few companies of stand- 
ing would care to enter them, the prin- 
cipal bad effect they are calculated to 
have is to cause the public to become 
dissatisfied with present methods of 
purchasing insurance. 

A. L. Surran, promoter of the Insur- 
ance Underwriters’ Company, of Louis- 
ville, was arrested at Ownesboro, Ky., 
on the charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud. The charge has nothing to do 
with the underwriters’ concern, and is 
based on a confidence game that Surran 
is alleged to have worked in 1909. The 
indictment was returned at Quincy, 
Ill., against him. 





Commends the Dean Schedule 

Secretary Boomer of the Louisville 
Board has issued a public statement 
regarding the adoption of the Dean 
schedule. He states it will give uni- 
formity and put the city on an equitable 
basis in comparison with other cities. 
He asserts that it will result in a 
marked decrease in the amount of pre- 
miums paid. 





Southern Meeting Postponed

In Kentucky there is some 
state property which is regarded as fire- 
proof and which the authorities are con- 
sidering not insuring, but the disaster at 
Jefferson City, it is understood, has about 
decided them in favor of having the 
property covered. 


An evidence of the activity of the 
Kentucky fire marshal and the insurance 
interests is found in the indictment of 
Turner Hicks and his wife, Roxana Hicks, 
at Henderson, Ky., where they are 
charged with arson. They are accused of 
burning a house in which they were 
lodgers. Hicks and his wife are pro- 
prietors of a large grocery store, and the 
+ no rcaataes caused a considerable sensa- 
tion. 

The comparatively few companies 
which wrote tobacco in barns in Ken- 
tucky during the past season are con- 
gratulating themselves upon having had 
a profitable experience. Practically all 
of the tobacco has been moved from the 
barns to the rehandling warehouses, not 
more than 25 percent of it remaining in 
barns, so that most of the business has 
been terminated. Few losses have been 
recorded. 

Local agents in Louisville are already 
talking of the possibility of getting a 
resident agents’ bill through the next 
Kentucky legislature, although that body 
is not in session this winter. The meas- 
ure failed of passage last year, and it is 
likely that an active campaign in favor 
of it will be begun by the agents during 
the next few months, in order to in- 
sure public support for it when the legis- 
lature meets again.

While in some respects a few men 
in the larger points and the specialists, 
for convenience sake, would prefer a 
paper dealing with the one line of in- 
surance in which they are directly in- 
terested, yet the vast majority of 
agents want to know something of 
all departments of the business. They 
may favor one line but they desire to 
keep in touch with the general drift 
of affairs in all departments. In the 
smaller points agents as a rule repre- 
sent all classes of companies. In the 
larger cities, the line of demarcation 
is not strong as some of the big agen- 
cies represent both casualty and life 
companies as well as fire. Even if they 
do not, they want to keep informed 
in order to give customers information. 
THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER’S circulation 
is largely among the smaller towns and 
cities where every agent is “the insur- 
ance man.” He is supposed to be in 
touch with all kinds of insurance and 
is presumed to be able to give advice 
on any line of insurance. It is to his 
interest, therefore, to have a paper that 
furnishes news and comment on all 
these kinds of indemnity. There is a 
distinct advertising advantage for all 
classes of companies to be presented 
to all kinds of agents. The life com- 
panies find it to their advantage to go 
before the fire and casualty readers or 
those that specialize on these lines and 
vice versa. 

More and more “the insurance man,” 
the agent who is conversant with all 
the various lines of insurance, is be- 
coming prominent. THE WESTERN UN- 
DERWRITER aims to give in one issue a 
weekly survey of the entire underwrit- 
ing field, believing there is a common 
interest in the big community of in- 
surance. 


The Argus says in its announcement: 


“It was made evident to us that a 
large majority of agents do not con- 
fine their activities to any one of those 
lines exclusively. Therefore, the Argus 
resumes its former plan of covering all 
lines of insurance in one issue. 

“By combining the editions we will 
not only fill the requirements of the ex- 
clusive agent, but also furnish needed 
information to those who are interested 
in more than one branch of the busi- 





ness. In other words, the Argus as a 
monthly wili cover insurance as a 
whole, and still continue giving to each 
branch the attention that current topics 
demand. 

“In the insurance business there is a 
certain community of interest among 
all lines, so far-reaching that it is im- 
possible to point out just where it ends 
and exclusiveness begins. We believe 
that a service which is of benefit to all 
insurance cannot fail to advance the 
interests of its various branches.” 


COMMENT ON FIELD MEN 


One of the prominent company of- 
ficials writes THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER 
as follows: 

“T finally had an opportunity to go 
over the report just made by the ILtrnors 
Fire INsuRANCE Commission. On page 
43 of the report there is a most severe 
indictment of special agents. Of course, 
there are good and bad special agents, 
but to one reading the report of the 
commission the inference would be that 
all of them might be classed under the 
head of “bad.” As THE WESTERN 
UNDERWRITER has always shown a de- 
sire to deal fairly with the field men, I 
have been wondering that you have not 
made some comment upon the para- 
graph in the report referred to above.” 


We have read again the comment re- 
ferred to by the official. True it is a 
severe indictment on a certain class of 
special agents. We believe, however, 
that the paragraph is not so ambiguous as 
to be misunderstood. The commission 
calls attention to the special agent who 
has an eye single on an increase in busi- 
ness and encourages agents in all under- 
handed and unprofessional methods to 
obtain premiums. This has a demoral- 
izing effect and the commission brands 
such a field man as a traveling dissem- 
inator of questionable methods. On the_ 
other hand the commission says in the 
same paragraph: 

“The legitimate duties of special 
agents are to appoint and educate their 
companies’ agents, inspect its business, 
etc., and in the honest performance of 
these duties by capable special agents, 
there is nothing inimical to public in- 
terests. Indeed their work if well done 
is absolutely necessary and highly bene- 
ficial, but some of these men are en-3 
tirely unqualified, both mentally and 
morally.” 

We do not believe the Illinois com- 
mission intended at all to reflect on the 
honest and conscientious field workers. 
As a class of men we feel confident 
that no body as a whole can exceed them 
in mental and moral equipment. In 
every large coterie of employes there 
have always been and always will be 
the “black sheep.” Unforftunately we 
can not rid civilization of them. But the 
big majority of special agents “tote fair” 
and are a high grade set of men. It 
were a sorry day if such were not the 
case. 

The very duties of the field worker de- 
mand ability, honesty and breadth of 
view. Most of them have these quali- 
fications. They are invested with re- 
sponsibilities of no mean nature. There 
is no better influence today for the prog- 
ress of better things in fire insurance 
than the faithful and progressive spe- 
cial agents.

Personal Side of the

He was connected 
with the Washington Life for forty 
years—twenty-five in the actuarial de- 
partment—previous to its absorption by 
the Pittsburg Life & Trust. He went 
to the Colorado insurance department 
in December, 1909. 

In becoming western attorney of the 
Title Guaranty & Surety William J. 
Doyle of Chicago secures a position 
which he has practically created for 
himself and towards which he has been 
working for years. He has been in 
the surety business in Chicago for nine 
years. After being promoted through 
various minor clerkships and working 
up a fair volume of personal business, 
he concluded that the position he 
wanted was open only to one trained 
in the law. According he entered night 
law school and after admission to the 
bar practiced law, still working at the 
surety business. He has had it con- 
stantly in mind to build up a surety law 
practice, believing that to the highest 
success of a surety lawyer it is es- 
sential that he have a practical knowl- 
edge of the surety business. 

After becoming associate resident 
manager of the Title in Chicago, about 
three years ago, he soon was given 
local claim work and litigation to look 
after. Then the company gave him 
outside work of the same character. 
Now it has relieved him of other duties, 
except passing on judicial applications 
when he is in Chicago, and most of his 
time will be given to investigating 
claims, preparing opinions on them for 
submission to the home office, retain- 
ing attorneys to handle the cases where 
litigation becomes necessary and as- 
sisting them in the trial of the cases.

The Prudential Life heralded through- 
out the land by its Rock of Gibraltar 
sign, has placed itself brilliantly be- 
fore the denizens of New York and 
vicinity by the erection of what is said 
to be the highest electric sign in the 
country, a Rock of Gibraltar sign on 
the top of the new Terminal building, 
at Hoboken, N. J. Six miles of wires 
were used in constructing the lights and 
the letters forming the word “Pruden- 
tial” are ten feet high. It takes enough 
electricity to light the rock to equal 
the pulling power of 100 horses. The 
sign is built to withstand a wind pres- 
sure of 250 tons and three thousand 
electric lamps are used. Below the rock 
an automatic electric talking sign 
changes constantly, and on it appear 
forty-eight statements regarding the 
Prudential. Mortimer Norden, the 
electric sign expert, made a close study 
of the topography of Gibraltar in order 
to give a correct delineation of the 
rock. The sign is placed so that it.is 
visible to persons on the river and from 





Wisconsin Proposes New 
Principle of Taxation 


The Wisconsin tax commission on 
Thursday sent to the legislature its 
special report on the taxation of life 
insurance companies and a bill covering 
its recommendations. These are for a 
5 percent tax upon such proportion of 
the investment income of all life insur- 
ance companies as the business in 
force in Wisconsin bears to the total 
insurance in force. The present tax is 
3 per cent on the gross income of do- 
mestic companies, and a minimum li- 
cense fee of $300 per year for outside 
companies. The latter is subject to be 
increased to the rate charged home 
companies by the laws of the home 
states of the foreign company under 
the “retaliatory law.” 

By the tax commission’s proposed 
bill, no more tax will be collected from 
the companies from other states, as it is 
recommended that any increase in the 
taxes of such companies be divided 
among the home companies. This is 
done that the home companies need 
not suffer by the retaliatory taxes in 
other states, which would cost them 
far more than they would be required 
to pay in Wisconsin. The taxes col- 
lected from all life insurance companies 
in Wisconsin in 1909 were $430,133.73. 
The new bill would reduce the total tax 
income to the state from this source 
to $96,888.66.

The income for taxation is found by 
deducting from the gross income the 
receipts from premiums and the rents 
from real property on which taxes are 
paid.

REBATE CASES WERE WORKED 





Assured in a Confession Involves the 
Informer in a Frameup in Re- 
cent Prosecution of Chicago 





Albert Bellstrom made a confession 
at the state’s attorney’s office in Chi- 
cago this week that throws some light 
on the rebate prosecution recently 
brought in that city against the IIli- 
nois Life and Hartford Life and their 
agents. The informer was A. C. Weg- 
ner of the New York Life who claimed 
he had damaging testimony against a 
number of agents of various companies. 
He fired his first charge against the 
two companies named. The jury de- 
cided against him in the Illinois Life 
case and disagreed in the Hartford suit. 

How the Plan Was Worked 

Bellstrom was one of the policy- 
holders who was a.witness and asserted 
he received a rebate. He is an iron 
worker. He says in his written con- 
fession that he was out of work and 
Wegner laid a plan before ‘him to make 
some money. Bellstrom declares that 
Wegner wrote a number of letters to 
some eight agents asking them to call, 
Bellstrom signing the letters. Bell- 
strom says that Wegner coached him 
how to proceed in order to get the 
rebate. He states that in one or two 
instances Wegner was secreted in a 
bedroom during the conversation to 
overhear what was said. 

Says Wegner Furnished the Money 

Bellstrom says that Wegner fur- 
nished the money to pay for the pre- 
mium and Bellstrom’s pay was the 
amount he was able to secure for the 
rebate. Bellstrom says that he would 
not voluntarily have taken the insur- 
ance and could not have paid for it. 
He made the confession, he states, be- 
cause he was afraid of. being prosecuted 
for perjury. 

The Hartford Life worked up the 
case through Attorney Harvey Strick- 
ler and Manager H. B. Johnston, who 
employed a detective. The state’s at- 
torney’s office at once sent for Wegner 
and his attorney to lay the confession 
before them and see what they have 
to say. Just what the future will be 
in the case remains to be seen.

PROPOSING LINES OF ACTION 


Chicago Life Underwriters Association 
to Discuss Health Conservation 
and an Advertising’ Campaign 





At the executive committee meeting 
of the Chicago Life Underwriters As- 
sociation last week steps were taken to 
make the organization an active force 
in the community. At the February 
meeting the plans outlined by the 
committee will be discussed and its 
recommendations are so important that 
the entire evening will be given to 
them. 

In the first place the committee feels 
that the association should become a 
moving influence in the campaign for 
health conservation and the diminution 
of preventable disease. Health Com- 
missioner Evans of Chicago is a big 
factor in the movement and the local 
association will endeavor to cooperate 
with him. 

The second point to be considered is 
a systematic form of advertising in the 
daily papers that will help the agents 
as a body. The plan is to have at- 
tractive and telling articles published 
showing the benefits of old line, legal 
reserve life insurance. It is believed 
that an advertising campaign can be 
inaugurated that will prove of great 
value. The members will discuss all 
phases of these two proposed move- 
ments and see what are the wisest 
courses to pursue. 





Favorable Report is Made 

Favorable recommendation has been 
given by the Ohio house committee on 
insurance to the two bills of Represent- 
ative Fellinger, of Cleveland, relating 
to rebates on insurance premiums.

CANNOT REDUCE ITS CAPITAL 


Peculiar Ruling of Ohio Attorney- 
General in Case of Great 
Northern Life 


Toledo, Ohio, Feb. 15—(Special.)— 
Unless the $500,000 authorized capital 
stock of the Great Northern Life, of 
this city is paid up immediately, it can- 
not engage in business in this state. 
This is what Attorney-General Hogan 
has held in an opinion given to Secre- 
tary of State Graves, advising him to 
decline to permit the company to file 
an amendment to its charter, reducing 
its capital stock to $100,000. 

Walter G. Kirkbride, attorney for the 
Great Northern Life, makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 

A license was refused because the at- 
torney-general was not satisfied in his own 
mind that th existing statutes permitted 
an insurance company to reduce its capital 
stock under any conditions. The opinion 
he has given also covers the Western Re- 
serve Fire of Cleveland. 

When we incorporated the Great North- 
ern Life we placed the capital at $500,000, 
but after we had sold enough stock to give 
us a capital of $100,000 and a surplus of 
$86,000 we decideq to ask for a license, so 
that we could begin business, increasing 
= a after we had disposed of more 
stoc 

The reduction was made at a regular 
meeting of the stockholders held the other 
day in this city, and was done with their 
full consent. The question raised by the 
attorney-general is surely technical and 
opens the way for a friendly mandamus 


suit, which we will start immediately. We |: 


have retained I. Vorys, formerly insur- 
ance commissioner to represent us in the 
case. If the mandamus suit fails we can 
get the license by simply surrendering our 
old company ~ out a charter for 
a new one with the same name and a capi- 
tal of $100,000. .

SUIT AGAINST PIONEER LIFE 





Illinois Insurance Department Claims 
That the Pekin Concern is 
Violating the Law 





The suits commenced against the 
Pioneer Life of Pekin, Ill., an assess- 
ment association, by the Illinois de- 
partment in the circuit court of Bu- 
reau county, Ill., through State’s At- 
torney Eckart, came on for preliminary 
hearing on Saturday. A motion had 
been made by the defendant, the com- 
pany, to quash the writs for lack of 
proper service, and the court upon the 
hearing sustained the state’s attorney’s 
office and held that the writs were valid, 
and ordered the defendants to plead 
in the near future. These cases will be 
heard in the Bureau county circuit 
court early in March, and if the Bureau 
county court follows the holding of 
the supreme court in the Commercial 
Life case there undoubtedly will be a 
conviction. 

The Illinois department states it has 
conclusive evidence of additional viola- 
tions by this company in other parts 
of the state, and is taking steps to 
institute proceedings in other jurisdic- 
tions similar to the cases now pend- 
ing in Bureau county. The department 
has employed special counsel to look 
up the evidence in these cases and co- 
operate with the state’s attorneys of 
the various counties in which the law 
has been violated.

ATTACKS INDUSTRIAL LINES 


Assemblyman O’Connor _Advocates 
Bills in the New York Legislature 
to Regulate the Business 


New York, Feb. 15—(Special)—Be- 
fore a joint hearing of the senate and 
assembly insurance committees at Al- 
bany yesterday Assemblyman Edmund 
O’Connor of Brooklyn advocated cer- 
tain bills which he wants passed to reg- 
ulate the industrial life insurance busi- 
ness, placing that business under laws 
similar to those regulating ordinary life 
companies. He criticized the recent in- 
vestigation committee for not taking up 
the subject of industrial life insurance, 
which was within their power and 
called attention to the fact that the 
Armstrong laws exempted the indus- 
trial companies from many provisions 
which they insisted be carried out by 
ordinary life companies. He claimed 
that the industrial companies were 
making an unreasonable profit out of 
the business at least 70 percent more 
than did the ordinary life companies. 
He alluded to the acceptance by Alfred 
Hurrell, former counsel of the insur- 
ance department, to a position with 
the Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents. He claimed that Mr. Hur-

rell in his official capacity had collected 
data on industrial insurance which had 
not been used. Mr. Hurrell in reply-

000 capital. It writes only accident 
and health insurance on the monthly 
premium plan. It is admitted to Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Kansas, Texas, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Washington, Georgia, 
Indiana, Oklahoma and Pennsylvania. 
Last year its premium income was $63,- 
621 and its gross income $70,594. Its 
health and accident claims paid were 
$21,392, and it also paid $2,390 in life 
claims under its old fraternal certifi- 
cates. Its accident and health loss ra- 
tio was 33.6 percent, and it paid 20.4 
percent of the premiums income in 
commissions to agents and collectors.

Is Amending Its Charter 

The North American Accident of 
Chicago is amending its charter to con- 
form with section 2 of the casualty 
laws of Illinois, permitting it to do 
employers’ liability and other lines, so 
as to include workmen’s compensation. 
The company is not going to enter the 
employers’ liability business. 


Decision-On Fire Company Bond 

In the case of Crawford vs. Ozark 
Fire, in which were joined the sureties 
on the company’s bond, the supreme 
court of Arkansas last Monday re- 
versed the decision of the lower court 
and ruled that the sureties on the 
bond of a fire insurance company are 
liable for losses occurring during the 
life of the bond, whether under poli- 
cies issued during the life of said bond 
or not. 


President Treat Meets Field Men 

President E. M. Treat of the Ameri- 
can Credit Indemnity met the com- 
pany’s general and special agents from 
the upper Mississippi valley states at 
Chicago on Tuesday and Wednesday of 
last week. They went over together 
the results of the past year and laid 
plans for 1911. While Mr. Treat be- 
lieves that the prospects point to a 
very large business for the company 
this year, he impressed upon the field 
representatives the fact that business 
conditions are such that the utmost 


conservatism must be practiced in quot- 
ing rates. Not only was the conven- 
tion a very pleasant one but it was 
of great value to all in attendance. 


HE GOES WITH INTERMEDIATE 


Thomas E. Fruchte Leaves Ohio to 
Take Agency Management of the 
Evansville Accident Company 


Thomas E. Fruchte of Columbus, 
Ohio, manager of the life and accident 
department of the Travelers in central 
Ohio, has resigned to become agency 
director for the Intermediate Accident 
of Evansville, Ind. This is a new com- 
pany with $100,000 capital and $50,000 
surplus. It was organized by the same 
interests that are back of the Inter- 
mediate Life of Evansville, which has 
proved to be a very successful com- 
pany. Some of the most substantial 
men in southern Indiana are stock- 
holders in the companies. Mr. Fruchte 
is regarded as a splendid agency or- 
ganizer and a business getter. He for- 
merly traveled in Indiana and hence 
knows the state and its conditions. He 
is a young man with an enviable reputa- 
tion. 

The Intermediate Accident was or- 
ganized without any promoting fund. 
Most of the stock was disposed of per- 
sonally by President Baker of the In- 
termediate Life. The accident com- 
pany occupies space in the Intermediate 
Life building. 


Recommended for Passage 

The insurance committee of the IIli- 
nois senate has reported out the fol- 
lowing bills, with the recommendation 
that they pass: 

Senate Bill No. 84—Potter, provid- 
ing for standard provisions and pro- 
hibitions for accident and _ health 
policies delivered in Illinois. This is 
a copy of the Massachusetts law, the 
object being to secure uniformity of 
legislation on this subject. 

Senate Bill No. 67—Helm, amending 
the liability or reserve section of the 
casualty act. This is the bill agreed 
upon by the committee on reserves 
other than life of the National Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Commissioners, 
and the committee appointed by the 
casualty companies. This bill creates 
a higher standard of solvency than 
obtains at present in Illinois, and in 
practically all the other states. 


Senate Passes Automobile Bill 


The Iowa senate has passed the Ben- 
nett bill which provides that casualty 
companies may insure against damage 
suits for-personal injuries growing out 
of automobile accidents. The vote was 
practically unanimous. It is anticipated 
that the house will also pass the bill 
this week. 


Testimony of Deceased Witness 

The Illinois appellate court holds in 
the case of the London Guarantee & 
Accident, appellee, v. American Cereal 
Company, appellant, that where an in- 
surance company has, under a misap- 
prehension of its rights and duties 
under a_ policy of indemnity insur-

AMEND WISCONSIN MEASURE 


Compensation Bill At Last Hammered 
Into Shape—Three Measures Likely 
in Minnesota 


It is expected that the Wisconsin 
compensation bill will be reported for 
passage in the state senate late this 
week. The joint legislative committee 
has completed its hearings. Many 
amendments have been offered, but it 
is not believed that more than three or 
four will be recommended for passage. 
One amendment that stands a chance 
of being adopted enables a nonresident 
alien dependent to recover if such 
dependent bears to the deceased em- 
ploye the relation of husband, wife, lin- 


eal descendant, ancestor, brother or 
sister. e 
The Democrats have introduced a 


substitute measure, which provides for 
a local county board instead of a state 
board for the administration of the law. 


Minnesota Situation—The third com- 
pensation bill is now in view for the 
Minnesota legislature, although they 
have not all been introduced as yet. 
The minority report of George M. Gil- 
lette on the compensation commiission’s 
measure is to be covered by an indi- 
vidual bill to that end. The commis- 
sion’s majority report is the basis of 
a bill, and the labor unions propose a 
bill. Mr. Gillette’s bill will make op- 
tional the acceptance of compensation 
or the exercise of the common law 
rights, he having become convinced 
that without the option the bill will 
be unconstitutional. It will also pro- 
vide for a wage assessment on the 
workers, as a contribution to the cost 
of the plan—something that neither of 
the other projected bills do, and it will 
have some minor changes of plan 
which are expected to reduce the cost 
materially. In general Mr. Gillette’s 





bill will follow the outlined bill of the 


majority of the commission, except in 
these particulars. 





Suretyship in South America 

Reports from consuls in various 
South American countries are to the 
effect that there are not regular surety 
companies domiciled in South America. 
In Peru there is an insurance company 
which does some bonding and one in- 
surance company in Colombia is con- 
sidering taking on this line. Some of 
the American companies have agencies 
in certain South American countries, 
notably Argentina.

Common Carrier Defense 
When, if ever, is an automobile a 


|““common carrier” within the meaning 
| of the law? This nice question was 


submitted to the North Dakota depart- 
ment in connection with a claim against 
an accident company. The claimant, in 
company with four other gentlemen, 
hired a livery automobile, one of the 
party essaying the role of chauffeur. 
In their peregrinations they met with 
an accident from which the policy- 
holder sustained quite severe injuries. 
His claim for damages was resisted on 
the ground that the policy which he 
carried provided for indemnity for com- 
mon carriers only. The North Dakota 
department concluded that the question 
involved was one of “law and fact,” 
which should be determined by a court 
of competent jurisdiction. 





Indiana Live Stock Measure 


The law governing mutual live stock 
companies in Indiana permits them to 
write only in seven counties which 
must be named in their articles of in- 
corporation. A bill has been: intro- 
duced to permit such concerns to take 
on additional counties by depositing 
with the state $500 for each additional 
county. The history of mutual live 
stock insurance in Indiana has been 
rather disastrous. Indiana has three 
strong legal reserve stock companies 
that are able to meet all demands and 
are reliable.

Rehearing is Granted 


The supreme court of Oklahoma has 
granted a rehearing of the cases of the 
Columbia Bank & Trust Co., (which 
failed last year) against the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty, and the 
Southern Surety. These cases involve 
the question of whether surety com- 
panies which had bonded state deposits 
in the Columbia Bank & Trust Com- 
pany, and paid their bonds after the 
bank’s failure, were entitled to be reim- 
bursed out of the state bank guarantee 
fund, now reported to be in excess of 
$750,000. The district court of Okla- 
homa City held in a trial that the surety 
companies were entitled to be reim- 
bursed, but the state supreme court 
decided otherwise in handing down a 
former opinion. 


Indiana Surety Measures 

A bill now in the senate committee 
of the Indiana legislature provides for 
the bonding of county commissioners. 
It has attracted some opposition be- 
cause of the provision that where the 
bond is given by a surety company the 
premium shall be paid by the county. 
There are 276 county commissioners 
in the state. It is said the opposition 
will be withdrawn and the bill report- 
ed favorably if the payment by the 
counties is stricken out, and this will 
probably be done. 

A similar bill is one providing that 
the treasurers of the state institutions 
who give $50,000 bonds, shall have the 
premiums paid by the state. 


Philip B. Shillito Resigns 

Philip B. Shillito of Kansas City has 
resigned as manager of the surety and 
casualty department of the Brown & 
Mann general agency, which represents 
the Massachusetts Bonding, United States 
Casualty and Pennsylvania Casualty. The 
Missouri river climate has not entirely 
agreed with him and he will probably 
locate elsewhere. He has built up a large 
business, especially in burglary and sure- 
ty lines, and has much underwriting ex- 
perience.

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NEWS OF FIRE PROTECTION 


WATER SHORTAGE IS SERIOUS 





Conditions at Des Moines Cause Alarm 
—Proposal to Buy Two Automo- 
bile Engines Adopted 


Des Moines insurance men are be- 
coming alarmed at the lack of water 
pressure in that city. It is not improb- 
able that there will be a general in- 
crease in rates, so many insurance men 
say. It is not disputed that the $50,000 
Bentley & Olmsted fire could have been 
prevented had the pressure been ade- 
quate. It was thought that this lack 
of pressure was confined to East Des 
Moines. Since then there have been 
other tests made and the pressure has 
been found totally inadequate. One 
house in University place burned to 
the ground because the firemen could 
not get sufficient force to extinguish 
the blaze. 

The water company declares that 
much of the lack of pressure is due to 
the using of millions of gallons of 
water by the city in cleaning snow off 
the streets into the sewers and flushing 
the sewers with city water. But Coun- 
cilman MacVicar replied to this that 
there was no flushing at the time the 
Bentley & Olmsted factory was de- 
stroyed. 

In the meantime Superintendent Roe 
of the department of public safety at- 
tended the Chicago automobile show 
and while there paid particular atten- 
tion to automobile fire fighting equip- 
ment. He has induced the council t6 
purchase two machines, one for east 
and one for west Des Moines. Each 
will carry 500 feet of 2%-inch hose and 
250 feet of chemical hose, besides a 
forty gallon chemical tank and seven 
men. 


Use of Fuel Oil 


The executive committee of the Mis- 
souri Fire Prevention Association met 
at Springfield, Mo., where it was un- 
derstood the use of fuel oil was becom- 
ing general, and, after investigation, 
reached the conclusion expressed in the 
following resolution: 


Whereas, This committee has endeav- 
ored to investigate fuel oil burners and 
to determine the hazard, if any, in the 
use of this kind of oil; and, 

Whereas, We have failed to find a sin- 
gle fuel oil burner in satisfactory opera- 
tion, and, further, that oil burners have 
been tried by a number of people and 
discarded because of unsatisfactory re- 
sults; and, 

Whereas, Fuel.oil (residuum) is shown 
to be of a less volatile or inflammable 
nature than ordinary coal oil or kerosene, 
which is permitted by standard policies in 
quantities not to exceed five barrels with- 
out restrictions; therefore, 

Resolved, That the use of this fuel 
oil in Missouri is not likely to become 
sufficiently general to justify further ac- 
tion at this time by this committee, but 
for the purpose af safeguarding the use 
of this fuel ail, and to call attention to 
the desirability of notice to companies 
of its use, we recommend that the permits 
adopted by Kansas field men be used by 
members of this association. 





Toledo’s High Pressure Plans 

Final plans and preparations are 
being made by Service Director John 
R. Cowell and George G. Tonson, city 
engineer, for the installation of To- 
ledo’s first high pressure fire main sys- 
tem. It will cost approximately $200,- 
000. Of this amount about $125,000 
will be used in laying the main and 
building new hydrants, and the re- 
mainder expended on construction of 
the pumping station on the waterfront. 


Automobile Fire Apparatus 

Automobile fire apparatus was shown 
v four exhibitors at the auto-truck 
show held in Chicago during the week 
of Feb. 6-11. One of the exhibits was 
a complete fire department on wheels 
consisting of pump with a capacity of 
600 gallons per minute, 1,500 feet of 
hose, chemical tank containing 35 gal- 
lons, 200 feet chemical hose. 2 ladders 
and various sundries including 2 port- 


able chemical extinguishers. The ma- 
chine is capable of a speed of 30 miles 
‘er hour and will carry 10 men. It 
was shown by the Knox Automobile 
Company of Springfield, Mass., and is 
listed at $8,500. 

Combination chemical, ‘hose and 
ladder wagons were shown by the 
Rambler, Packard and Kissel Kar peo- 
ple. Each machine shown was already 
sold. The Rambler goes to Whittier, 
Cal., the Kissel Kar to Kankakee, III, 
and the Packard to Detroit. 


Wentworth to Give Talks 


Secretary F. H. Wentworth of the 
National Fire Protection Association 
will speak before the Credit Men’s As- 
sociation of a number of cities on “The 
Significance of the Fire Waste.” His 
itinerary is: Feb. 14 at Rochester, 15th 
at Buffalo, 16th at Pittsbure 17th at 
Toledo, 18th at Detroit, 20th at Chi- 
cago, 23d at Indianapolis, 24th at Cin- 
cinnati, 25th at Louisville, 27th at Mem- 
phis, March 1 at Nashville, 2d at At- 
lanta, 3d at Lynchburg, 7th at Rich- 
mond, 6th at Norfolk, 7th at Philadel- 
phia, 8th at Baltimore. 


Conditions at Ft. Wayne 


Poor construction, an unreliable fire 
alarm system, prevalence of high winds 
and narrow streets are the main factors 
that contribute to a high conflgration 
hazard at Fort Wayne, Ind., according 
to the engineers of the National Board. 
They say: 

In the congested value district con- 
struction is mainly light and poor joisted 
brick with little or no protection against 
the vertical or horizontal spread of fire, 
several buildings are of excessive heights 
or areas, there are many individual fire 
breeders and building to building ex- 
posures are serious. The fire department 
is efficient and the water supply is fair, 
but the fire alarm system is unreliable, 
high winds are frequent and streets are 
of only moderate width; the resulting 
conflagration hazard is high. The manu- 
facturing plants are generally of good 
construction, not congested, and are well 
equipped with private fire protection; only 
local fires are probable. Residential sec- 
tions are mainly frame, with shingle 
roofs, and in the more congested portions 
present hazard of flying brand fires. 





Ordinance Goes Through 

The ordinance appropriating $200,000 in 
bonds for the improvement of the In- 
dianapolis fire department, passed the 
council without one negative vote. Two 
councilmen had been opposed, but said 
they had received assurances from the 
“insurance interests” that rates would 
come down on both mercantile and dwell- 
ing risks, as a result of the improvements. 





FIRE PROTECTION NOTES 


The city of Boone, Iowa, has sold bonds 
to the George M. Bechtel Company of 
Davenport for a new water system. 


An ordinance providing for a city 
electrical inspector and for strict regula- 
tion of all wiring has been introduced in 
the common council of Muskegon, Mich: 

The field men of Kentucky are trying to 
reform fire prevention conditions at 
Shelbyville, Ky. At present the outlook 
is bright for a great improvement in the 
situation. 


The use of grounded currents for elec- 
tric power installations at Rock Island, 
Ill., is causing considerable alarm, as 
the power is derived from the trolley 
currents. It is said that only two electric 
elevators are safe from the same ‘hazard 


that caused the Harper house fire, and 
one of these is the new one at the Harper 
house. 

The Grand Rapids Bookcase & Chair 
Company has installed a pump with daily 
capacity of two million gallons as auxil- 
iary fire protection at its factory in Hast- 
ings, Mich. 

Newport, Tenn., is considering the issue 
of $50,000 of bonds for the construction 
of the water works system. An enabling 
act providing for the issue will be of- 
fered in the Tennessee legislature. 

The Louisville Water Company has 
contracted for the installation of a big 
centrifugal pump and new water-tube 
boilers, while the old pumping station 
on the river will be rebuilt and a new 
intake constructed. 

An amendment to the special appropria- 
tion bill of the Indiana legislature has 
been made so as to provide $3,000 for 
further fire protection to the $1,000,000 
plant of the Indiana Reformatory at Jef- 
fersonville. It will be spent on a reser- 
voir to furnish a reserve supply of water 
in case of fire. 


At a mass meeting, the citizens of 
Arlington, Tenn., voted to authorize the 
mayor and aldermen to draw a bill for 
the legislature, authorizing Arlington to 
float bonds to the extent of not more 
than $3,000 for a new water plant. At 
the present time, the town is without any 
fire protection whatever, 

Chairman Wirt J. Wills, of the Mem- 
phis, Tenn., water commission, desires 
the authority of the board of city com- 
missioners to let the artesian water de- 
partment float bonds to the extent of one 
half million dollars. Outstanding water 
bonds for this concern already aggregate 
$3,100,000. The purpose of the additional 
issue is to make extensions demanded by 








the growth of the city. During 1910, 
twenty miles of new mains were laid 
and double that amount will be built 
within the next two years, besides en- 
larging the pumping facilities to take 
care of the new territory, which is de- 
manding water service. 

The fieldmen in Virginia are pushing 
the organization of a fire prevention 
bureau there. The men back of this move 
have written to the fire prevention bureau 
of Ohio and Kentucky for information 
that would assist them in this undertak- 
ing. The information was cheerfully 
given and it is probable that Virginia 
will soon have a fire prevention bureau 
of its own. 


A bill has been introduced in the In- 


diana legislature to give city firemen 
twelve hours at home every day. It ap- 
plies only to Indianapolis. At present 


firemen are at home one day a week. Fire 
Chief Coots doubts the practicability of 
the plan and says it would mean a force 
twice as large as at present employed. 
He says the double platoon system failed 
to work satisfactorily at Chicago. 

An interesting example of the educa- 
tional work which it is possible for the 
insurance interests to do is furnished by 
a conference at Chattanooga, Tenn., last 
week between inspectors of the Tennessee 
Inspection Bureau, the city electrician of 
Chattanooga and the electrical contrac- 
tors of the town. The rules governing 
electrical construction were carefully gone 
over, and the efforts of the insurance 
companies in the reduction of the fire 
hazard explained. City Electrician Dug- 
ger will hold similar conferences with 
the contractors at brief intervals. The 
inspection bureau was represented at the 
meeting by Elliott Middleton, of Chat- 
tanooga, and H, B. Long, of Nashville.

Louisiana Schedule 

New Orleans, Feb. 15—(Special)— 
Many inquiries are being made by com- 
panies regarding the filing of a com- 
mission schedule with the Louisiana 
state rating board. Companies are ad- 
vised that they need not file the amount 
of commission received on reinsurance 
placed. They need only file commis- 
sion paid on reinsurance written for 
other companies on property located 
in Louisiana. It is stated that all other 
data necessary except concerning com- 
missions will be filed for the companies 
furnishing power of attorney to the 
Louisiana Fire Prevention Bureau, by 
that body. 





Expense Bill Passes 

The bill to permit the payment of 
expenses of examiners for Wisconsin 
insurance department in the examina- 
tion of insurance companies finally 
passed the legislature last week by a 
vote of 64 to 21. It makes it possible 
for inspectors in the department to 
charge $5 per day expenses and rail- 
road fare when examining companies 
outside the capital. 





Assured Finally Wins 
After nearly three years of litigation 
in state and federal courts, the Port 
Blakeley Mill Company of Seattle has 
been notified that the circuit court of 
appeals at San Francisco had decided 
in favor of the company, reversing 





Judge Whitson’s decision, and that the 
company was assured of the entire 
amount of its insurance, approximating 
$325,000. 

The issue involved in the cases, of 
which 20 were in the state courts and 
13 in federal courts, was whether or 
not the company had used due dili- 
gence in maintaining and keeping in 
repair its sprinkling system. 





Antirebate Bill Passed by House 

The Indiana house has passed the 
bill prohibiting rebates by agents of 
fire and tornado insurance companies, 
also by representatives of accident. 
health, burglary, steam boiler, bonding 
and similar companies. The penalty is 
a fine of $100, or imprisonment in the 
county jail for thirty days, or “both, for 
the person accepting any inducements 
for such insurance and $100 to $500 fine 
or imprisonment for six months, of 
both, on the conviction of agents for 
violating the law. 





Secretary Paschall Has Resigned 

E. E. Paschall has resigned the sec- 
retaryship of the Rochester German. 
He was formerly southern general 
agent of the company. 





To Confer on Indiana Millers 
Superintendent Lemert, of Ohio, 
has invited Superintendent Potter of 
Illinois to a conference to be held in 
Indianapolis next Friday, with refer- 
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ence to the proposed plan of the re- 
organization of the Indiana Millers Mu- 
tual from a mutual to a stock basis. 
Superintendent Potter has a previous 
engagement for the date, and the IIli- 
nois department will be represented by 
Attorney Ryon. 

The executive committee of the Millers 
National Federation meets in St. Louis 
this week to arrange for suits to be be- 
gun to prevent the transfer of surplus for 
the Indiana Millers Mutual to a stock 
company. Claims are made that the policy- 
holders were not given due notice of the 
matters to come up at the meeting at 
which their proxies were turned over. 





HOT SESSION AT DES MOINES 


Hearing on the 5 Percent Unauthorized 
Company Tax Measure Brings Out 
Some Lively Talk 





Des Moines, Iowa, Feb. 15—(Special) 
—The first committee hearing in the 
Iowa house insurance committee on 
Moore’s bill providing a 5 percent tax 
on the policyholder on insurance car- 
ried in a company not legally admitted 
to Iowa proved an exciting affair. Offi- 
cers of the Iowa Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, numerous merchants and rep- 
resentatives of the mutual companies 
appeared to oppose the measure, re-in- 
forced by two attorneys for individual 
underwriters and Lloyds. Several lowa 
insurance men appeared in favor of the 
measure which was drawn by Senator 
Bleakly and fathered by Representative 
Moore. The hearing was only started 
and the committee adjourned without 
taking action. 

Representative Moore explained the 
measure and showed that the 5 percent 
tax will be valuable as a source of rev- 
enue. He also pointed out the injustice 
of an unauthorized company competing 
with admitted companies. President 
Keyes of the Iowa Manufacturers As- 
sociation then took the floor and fired a 
broadside at the Iowa insurance men. 
He declared that Iowa rates are fixed 
at Cedar Rapids and charged that no 
lowa company would make a rate until 
it had first heard from Cedar Rapids. 

Representative Moore then read the 
Blanchard anticompact law. He showed 
that such a situation is contrary to the 
law. “Well then,” said Keyes, “I am 
opposing the bill not on that ground 
but as a good citizen.” “If you are such 
a good citizen, it is your duty to prose- 
cute this Cedar Rapids bunch of rate 
fixers. I challenge you to produce the 
goods,” retorted Moore. Keyes there- 
upon subsided. A Grinnell manufac- 
turer named Ricker asserted that old 
line companies in Iowa had refused to 
lower the rates on factories supplied 
with sprinkling apparatus until the mu- 
tuals made a cut rate. He charged that 
the mutuals Had cut the rate because 
they in turn were forced to it by un- 
authorized companies from out of Iowa. 
The committee then adjourned. In-

is now being taken through the exec- 
utive committee. The application also 
concerns the Globe Underwriters and 
the Middle Department Underwriters. 


SHIFT ON COMMISSION PLAN 
Eastern Union Decides on Graded Ba- 


sis for South Instead of Flat 
and Contingent 











New York, Feb. 15—(Special)—The 
Eastern Union at a meeting yesterday 
changed the plan of commissions for 
the South by deciding to grant graded 
commissions instead of the 15 percent 
flat and 7% contingent previously 
adopted which was not generally sat- 
isfactory to southern agents who 
wanted 15 and 10 percent. The 
graded plan will probably be more ex- 
pensive to companies and it yet remains 
for the companies to work out the 
classes for which commissions will be 
paid. A committee of fifteen is to be 
appointed by President Lock of the 
Eastern Union to arrange this mat- 
ter. Classifications will follow, as a 
rule, those existing in other parts of 
country on the graded basis but prob- 
ably an exception will be made in re- 
gard to certain dwelling house risks 
which are known to be particularly 
hazardous and on which it is likely only 
15 or 20 percent will be paid. This is 
not settled, however. A meeting of the 
Southeastern Underwriters Associa- 
tion is called for tomorrow at which 
the constitution and bylaws of the or- 
ganization will be amended to conform 
to the new commission arrangements 
and to the laws of the southern states 
where the association operates. Rati- 
fication of new graded commission ar- 
rangement for the south is expected. 
There is some speculation here whether 
the graded basis will be satisfactory. in 
the form adopted or whether the 15 flat 
and 10 contingent will be considered a 
better proposition by southern agents 
to meet competition of nonboard com- 
panies. 


Will Get Commercial Fire 
Robert R. Tuttle, of Syracuse, N. Y., 
who is organizing the Protective Fire, 
has made an offer to purchase all or 
at least the majority of the stock of 








the Commercial Fire, of Washington, 
D. C. The directors have accepted his 
offer and he has deposited $20,000 as 
a forfeit in case he does not take the 
stock upon a majority being deposited. 
It is understood that there is no 
doubt that a control will be forthcom- 
ing and it is his intention to increase 
the capital from $100,000 to $200,000 
and then to do an agency business. 





Must Come to Terms Soon 

Oklahoma City, Okla., Feb. 15.—(Special) 
—Unless the Western National Fire of 
Oklahoma City, can arrange for reorgan- 
ization and payment of outstanding lia- 
bilities before tomorrow night, Commis- 
sioner Ballard will ask for a receiver for 
the company. 





Connecticut Commissionership 

Hartford, Conn., Feb. 15.—(Special.)— 
There is some doubt here whether the Re- 
publican majority in the legislature will 
confirm the appointment of Burton Mans- 
field as insurance commissioner by the 
Democratic governor to succeed T. H. 
Macdonald. Mr. Mansfield held the office 
from 1893 to 1895. 





North Dakota Bill 

Senate Bill No. 130, has been intro- 
duced by Mr. Simpson in North Dakota, 
amending Section 4466 of the Revised 
Codes, 1905, relating to the annual state- 
ments of insurance companies. The 
amendment is comprehended in the fol- 
lowing provision: “It shall be the duty 
of the insurance commissioner upon the 
date of receipt of any such statement 
to stamp thereon the date of the receipt 
of such statement in his office, and the 
insurance commissioner is hereby pro- 
hibited from receiving such statement 
from any company after the day which 
is herein designed (the first Monday in 
February) for the filing of such state- 
ment unless the same be accompanied by 
the penalty by law provided for each 
day’s delinquency in filing such _ state- 
ment.” The penalty provided by law for 
failure or neglect to file annual statement 
within the time required is $100 for each 
day’s neglect.

During the five years ended December 
31, 1999, the losses sustained by the fire 
companies doing business in Valparaiso 
equaled 61.6, 82.5, 31, 76.4, and 101 per- 
cent, respectively, of the net premiums 
collected, not counting the losses sus- 
tained on account of the great earth- 
quake of August, 1906. 

The insurance commissioner of Mon- 
tana has received a ruling from the at- 
torney-general of the state that the laws 
of Montana require that insurance compa- 
nies organized under its laws, must have 
their capitalization fully paid up before 
they can do business. A company with 
a capital of $500,000 had been formed, 
and the stock was not fully paid, which 
led to the inquiry and ruling.

Question.—I was an agent for the 
Farmers & Merchants, Nebraska, when 
it failed, and have quite a nice busi- 
ness now on my books for it. I would 
like to know what is best to do with 
this business and in case of a loss 
now would the assured get anything 
at all? What is customary when a 
company fails, and another company 
wants to write the business? Would 
it be right for them to pay more com- 
mission on this business if they werc 
getting all the business that the F. & 
M. had at the agency? 

Answer.—1. It has lately been de- 
cided by a court that if a loss occurs 
after a receiver is appointed, the 
policyholder has a claim for the loss 
against the receiver. If the court or- 
ders the receiver to cancel the policies, 
however, the policyholder would have 
a claim only for the return pretium. 
Policyholders should cancel their poli- 
cies in failed companies, as collection 
is a matter of years, and companies 
that fail never pay in full. Further- 
more, if the policies are not cancelled, 
in case of loss the other companies 
would figure the contribution of the 
failed company, and in effect the as- 
sured would have to bear part of the 
loss, even if he had enough other in- 
surance, 

2. It is unusual for the new com- 
pany to pay extra commissions when 
it rewrites the business of a failed 
company. An agent always loses 
money to protect his customers. 

Question—Policies were written May 
1, 1910, at the rate of $1.86, which was 
the bureau rate at that time. Three 
months later the rate was changed and 
on Aug. 31 the property was sold and 
the insurance policies instead of being 
assigned to the purchaser were can- 
celed and new ones issued for the un- 
expired time in the name of the pur- 
chaser and at the original rate. What 
we want to know is whether this was 
a violation of the bureau rules and reg- 
ulations and what is the custom in 
these matters in Illinois. 

Answer—It is all right to rewrite 
the policy at the original rate for the 
unexpired term, even if the rate has 
been raised. The parties are then in 
the same situation as if the policy had 
been assigned, and the company would 
not require the increase merely because 
it was preferable to issue a new policy. 
If the rate is decreased, the answer to 
your question would depend on the 
reason for the reduction. If there have 
been improvements that caused the risk 
to take a lower rate, then the assured 
was entitled to a return premium equal 


to the difference in rate for nine 
months. Therefore in rewriting the 
policy for the unexpired time from 


Aug. 31 it would have been permissible 
to issue it at the new rate.

To Aid Agents in Their Work and Help Them Make Money 
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KEN altogether, prospects for 

this year look good. With the ex- 
ception of a few companies all 

are now charging the same rates for 
automobile liability, property damage 
and collision insurance. Before the 
end of the year new rate manuals for 
liability insurance will be in effect in 
most of the states and practically all 
companies will be following them. 
There is a get-together movement on 
plate glass in New York and when the 
companies get together in the metrop- 
olis the tendency extends elsewhere. 
Efforts to improve the demoralized 
condition of the bank burglary busi- 
ness are reported. Altogether the 
tendency towards cooperation is strong. 
At the same time every year’s re- 
turns show increased business in all 
lines. Casualty insurance and corpor- 
ate suretyship have become recognized 
business necessities. and no one or two 
off years now can give them a serious 
setback. It is no longer a question of 
whether there will be an increase but 


rather of how large the increase will 
be. 





Annual statements again call atten- 
tion to the supreme importance of good 
agency organizations. It seems very 
hard for some companies to appreciate 
that agents are the foundation on 
which companies must be built. They 
make ample provision for the safe in- 
vestment of money that has not been 
received and for underwriting business 
that has not been secured and then 
neglect the building of the plant that 
is to produce the business and keep 
the stream of money flowing into the 
home office. 

It is a pleasure to look over the fig- 
ures that show the great premium in- 
comes and the gains in assets and sur- 
plus of some of the companies that 
for years have given the field intensive 
cultivation. As much cannot be said 
for the statements of those companies 
which have been doing business long 


enough to have built up good agency | 


Plants if proper attention had been 
given them, but which have neglected 
this most important matter. 





A field representative of one oft the 
leading surety companies, which has a 
good agency plant, but never has made 
much use of special agents, recently 
expressed the opinion that it would 
have to come to it. Efforts to instruct 
the public on the value of corporate 
bonds by means of advertising in news- 
Papers or magazines, by the publica- 
tion of printed matter and by the mak- 
ing of speeches before commercial bod- 
les are all right. 
value, perhaps a great deal, but after 
all the effective work must be done 
by agents. Possibly some agents are 
born, but the most of them have to be

made, and the making of them is no 
fit subject for absent treatment. The 
energetic, resourceful special agent, 
who has been through the grind him- 
self and has learned to solicit busi- 
ness by soliciting, is the effective 
schoolmaster for the local agent. 





It is to be hoped that the entrance 
of some of the big English fire com- 
panies into the casualty field through 
subsidiary corporations will have the 
effect of forcing those American cas- 
ualty and surety companies, which have 
not already a good special agency ser- 
vice organized, to organize one. No- 
body who knows the field has any idea 
that because the Royal or the Lon- 
don & Lancashire Fire is popular with 
its agents they are going to give up 
their present casualty companies im- 
mediately upon the entrance into the 
field of the subsidiaries of these great 
fire companies. Nevertheless, the fre- 
quent visits and constant urging of the 
field men of the fire companies are 
going to have an effect on the agents 
and eventually many of them will drop 
their present casualty companies unless 
they receive more attention from them 
than mere letters from the home office. 

Another point for the casualty and 
surety companies to remember is that 
it will be a waste of money for them 
to send out poor specials to compete 
with these fire specials. Those of them 
that have been neglecting their fields 
better get busy, secure some high grade 
men for special work, pay them what 
they are worth and then see that they 
earn their salaries by increasing the 
business in their territories. 





A tendency which is becoming more 
noticeable every year is that of build- 
ing up reserves not required by law. 
There are several reasons why this 


It tends to increase 
confidence in a company’s financial 
strength. Several hundred thousand 
dollars of “voluntary reserve” or “con- 
tingent reserve” looks good. It pre- 
pares a company to meet increases in 
legal reserve requirements without 
showing a reduction in surplus. The 
probabilities are that next year the 
liability companies will have to com- 
ply with a new claim reserve law, 
which will increase the liabilities of 
most of them. Those which have made 
no provision for such increase will 
probably show a reduction in surplus 
unless this year’s operations should 
prove very profitable. Sentiment 
among the insurance commissioners is 
adverse to the present methods of 
computing claim reserves of surety 
companies and when sufficient data are 
gathered laws will probably be enacted 
on that subject which will increase 
the reserves of some companies over 


able to pursue it.

these produced by the present method 
of estimating. Those companies will 
be fortunate which already have a lia- 
bility created to meet this increase. 
Another advantage in voluntary re- 
serves is that they help to hold down 
the surplus to a point where the offi- 
cers can more readily defend it against 
the demands of stockholders who want 
increased dividends. Officers have tes- 
tified to difficulty in resisting these 
demands. 

It is a question if it would not be 
conducive to financial strength if legis- 
latures would enact safety fund laws 
which would enable companies volun- 
tarily to set aside funds to meet un- 
usual losses, which funds when once 
placed in these reserves could be with- 
drawn only upon the happening of the 
contingency against which they were 
intended to provide. 





Discussion is now waxing warm on 
the subject of workmen’s compensa- 
tion. As long as it was confined to 
general principles there seemed to be 
little difference as to the desirability of 
doing away with the equity and waste 
of the present system of compensating 
injured workmen. Now, when the 
specific provisions of various bills are 
under discussion and both employers 
and employes begin to see where their 
interests are to be affected, the op- 
position is growing. Many employers 
would like compensation in place of 
liability; the workmen want compen- 
sation and liability too. The employers 
in some states want the cost divided 
between them and the men; the work- 
men want the employers to bear it all 
and pass it along to the public. No- 
body knows whether most of the pro- 
posed bills would be constitutional if 
If they should be declared 
void, emnloyers might find themselves

under the old laws after paying for 
compensation under the new ones. In 
no state can the manufacturers tell what 
effect the enactment of a compensation 
law will have on them in competition 
with the manufacturers of other states. 
The more deeply it is gone into the 
more evident it becomes that work- 
men’s compensation is a very large 
subject and that even well-considered 
treatment of it may have extremely far- 
reaching effects. 





Some general agents would be in- 
dignant if told that they did not run 
their business as well as a first-class 
dairy farmer runs his. Yet such is 
the case. A good dairy farmer knows 
by an accurate system of accounting 
which of his cows are profitable and 
which are not, just as a manufacturer 
with a good cost system knows in what 
department and on what men he is 
making money. How frequently the 
general agent has only a vague idea 








of whether he is making or losing 
money on a certain subagent. He has 
him on his list, he has the company get 
a license for him year after year, 
yet he sends in an application only oc- 
casionally and then often requires the 
general agent’s assistance in landing it. 

One of the companies has suggested 
that its general agents keep a care- 
ful ledger account with each agent 
and learn whether he is worth keeping 
on his books. If this were done there 
would be some revamping of agency 
systems. Charge against the subagent 
the value of. the time and traveling 
expenses of the general or special 
agent in discovering him, working with 
him and assisting him afterwards, the 
postage, telephone and telegraph bills 
and other expenses the general agent 
incurs on his account and credit him 
with the general agent’s overriding 
commission on the premium he re- 
mits. The first year’s account will 
scarcely be fair to the subagent, as 
he will be charged with the entire ex- 
pense of securing and training him, 
but it will not take over two years 
to prove that many subagents are un- 
profitable. A general agent cannot af- 
ford to wait too long to make money 
on a subagent, for he must remember 
that if he shows signs of developing 
into a good man some other company 
probably will offer him a contract di- 
rect with the home office and a com- 
mission higher than the general agent 
can afford to pay. 





THE CREDIT GRABBER 


There is a type of person, often of 
quiet dress and gentle manner, who is 
always accompanied by a loud noise, 
as if associated with an invisible herald, 
an aggressive ghost forever shouting, 
“Make way, make way, here comes 
The Best Yet.” This is the credit 
grabber, so-called, though credit is the 
hardest thing in the world for him to 
get. If he says that for a week he 
has worked at the office every evening 
until midnight, the listener under- 
stands by this that he was late for 
dinner once or twice, and if he de- 
scribes a new filing device of his own 
invention, the inference is that he has 
been reading some clever business 
paper. And he may have worked late, 
and perhaps he did invent the filing 
device. But he grabs ‘at credit so 
steadily that what he says is heavily 
discounted, and in seeking to “make 
himself solid” as he phrases it, he neu- 
tralizes the effect of such solidity as 
he may have—Maryland Casualty 
Budget. 


KNOW YOUR BUSINESS 


An agent must be acquainted fully 
with what he has to sell. Tools are 
of no value unless a mechanic knows 
how to use them. The more people 
a salesman can interest in his propo- 
sitions, the more customers he will 
have. 








Don’t shuffle the cards too long in 
the game of soliciting; get to dealing.

An accident policyholder who had 
been insured in the company for seven 
years told the agent that he was con- 
sidering dropping his policy, as a rela- 
tive of his had recently taken the 
agency of another company and he 
wanted to help him along. Here is the 
_ of talk by which the agent held 

im: 

“You want to give this business to 
your relative because it will mean a 
commission to him of $15. If I were 
in your place I should endeavor to give 
him $15 some other way. I am an 
old adjuster and I know that the first 
thing an adjuster does when he gets a 
notice of claim is to get out the orig- 
inal application for the policy and look 
up the record of claims on it. If there 
is anything peculiar about the accident 
one point to be considered is whether 
the assured took the policy intending 
to get hurt. When a man has carried 
a policy for seven years without a 
claim that point is settled in his favor. 
I know it to be a fact that adjusters 
will stretch a point in favor of such a 
policyholder when they will not for a 
new one. Therefore, I would advise 
you by all means to hold onto your 
old policy. If you want other insurance 
take that through your relative.” 

“But,” added the agent in conversa- 
tion, “that argument works both ways 
if a man is honest. Not long ago I 
had to advise one of my closest friends 
not to drop an old policy in another 
company in order to take one with me, 
when he himself proposed doing so. 
It was not to his interest and I told 
him so.” 





Be a Good Listener.—I have always 
considered you to be one of the best 
posted men on accident and health in- 
surance and the companies that write 
it, that I have ever had the pleasure of 
meeting, and since reading your letter, 
I have been trying to figure out just 
where the fault lay, and have about de- 
cided that you know too much about 
the other companies and their policies, 
for I have noticed that when another 
policy was mentioned, you lost no time 
in showing up the weak points of the 
other policy, and I have just been won- 
dering if you don’t sometimes tire your 
prospect with so much talk, before you 
present the merits of your own policy. 
For a few weeks, suppose you try a 
new scheme, and when a fellow says 
anything about another policy, agree 
with him—nothing more, and then 
switch back to your own policy and the 
reason why he should have one right 
now. Don’t talk so much, just be- 
cause you are so versatile with the 
English language, but let the other fel- 
low do the talking and you be a good 
listener. You will soon find that the 
other fellow will soon reach a point 
of exhaustion, and that is your place 
to begin, because he is too weak from 
his own exertions to overcome any ar- 
gument you present. Be a good lis- 
tener, George. Yes, I know it is going 
to be a hard thing for you to do, after 
you have been on the other side for so 
many years, but try it—it certainly can’t 
do any harm.—‘“Letters to George.” 


Business on a Cash Basis—The fol- 
lowing is from an agency with a per- 
sonal account of $25,000 annually in 

ersonal accident and health premiums, 
its record should be a stimulus to other 
agents in the securing of business with 
cash settlements: 

“To demonstrate the value to an 
agent of starting his clients on a cash, 
instead of a credit basis, the following 
illustration is herewith submitted: 

“We have a gross personal accident 
and health premium account, probably 
approximating $25,000 annually. We 
have no outstanding premiums due the 
company on policies or renewals prior 
to October ist, 1910. In October there 
are still outstanding premiums amount- 
ing to $158.50. In November $188.75, 
or a total of $347.25. As an offset to 





this, we have without any effort, be- 
yond our customary method, collected 
and paid over to the cashier, $831.50 
in December policies and renewals. 

“This state of affairs is not the re- 
sult of accident, even if it does concern 
accident insurance, but is the logical 
outcome of correct methods in original 
placing of business on the books. 

“For example, in soliciting a man for 
insurance, and getting him up to the 
point of signing an application, he will 
agree to take the insurance and say 
he will be unable to pay the premium 
for about thirty days. Instead of writ- 
ing his application and issuing the pol- 
icy at once, our habit has been to write 
the application but insert a date thirty 
days later, advising him that we would 
call with policies a day or two in ad- 
vance of said date, thus showing him at 
the outset that money is what talks. 

“Some agents reply to this, by say- 
ing that without extending him credit, 
a rival may step in and steal the risk 
during the intervening thirty days. 
Very well, we respond, let the other 
agent have him. e would rather have 
fifty clients for cash, than double that 
number and never be sure of getting 
cur money. Of course, the above is 
not our infallible rule, as no one rule 
can be made to fit all cases, but if 
agents in general would adopt that 
rule, with modifications to suit particu- 
lar conditions, there would be fewer 
delinquent lists and cancelations for 
nonpayment of premium.” — Travelers 
Agents’ Record.

Some of the claims we pay indicate 
poor selection. An accident and health 
policy is not necessarily a meal ticket, 
nor is an insurance company an auxil- 
iary to the board of charities. 

It takes courage to turn down a poor 
prospect when you need the money, but 
willingness on ‘your part to do so is 
an evidence of efficiency. 

You don’t need to tell us every time. 
Let your loss ratio do the talking. It 
usually speaks with unerring accuracy. 

The value of a diamond is not al- 
ways determined by its size and weight 
but by the degree of perfection it at- 
tains in the polishing and cutting proc- 
ess it has undergone. 

This company will always pay the 
market price, or better, for real ability; 
and we are not so large that you can 
sparkle unseen.—E. C. Budlong.

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Industrial Disability 


As the reports of premiums and 
losses come in from the state insur- 
ance departments the great growth of 
the industrial disability business is 
brought more strikingly before the in- 
surance men of the country. When it 
is considered that this business is only 
a few years old and that most of the 
companies engaged in it had little or no 
capital when they started, but have 
grown into strong profitable organiza- 
tions, something of the energy and 
ability that have characterized the 
management of these companies may 
be seen. To be sure they discovered 
something the public really needed, but 
they would not make the people recog- 
nize this need to any such extent as 
they have if they had not been re- 
sourceful men. No important class 
of casualty managers has been quicker 
to discover its mistakes and correct 
them. No other executives have been 
readier to cooperate with each other for 
the good of all, 











New Business on Reinstatements.— 
Some managers are indifferent with 
respect to delinquent policyholders, or 
make no effort to collect the delinquent 
premium other than a notice by mail. 
Perhaps no graver mistake could be 
made in an insurance office than this. 
It is not too much to say that the 
man who understands his business as 
a solicitor could go and interview these 
delinquents, save the business, and, if 
the matter is handled cleverly be richly 
compensated in addition by the com- 
missions on new business which he 
would thus obtain, The explanation 
seems to be found in the fact that a 
visit to the delinquent on the errand 
of looking after his interests obtains 
for the agent a very favorable audience. 
If the policyholder has become luke- 
warm about his insurance, the agent 
is afforded an opportunity to revive his 
interest, and when he succeeds in this 
he is very likely to augment the inter- 
est sufficiently to obtain another appli- 
cation from a friend or acquaintance as 
well as to collect the current pre- 
miums. 

In many cases failure to pay has 
been merely an oversight on the part 
of the delinquent. In still other cases, 
the premium has not been paid because 
of temporary want of funds. In either 
of these cases, there is no little doubt 
as to the ultimate reinstatement of the 
policy. There are many other cases 
that might be cited, but probably 
enough has been said to show that 
not only can a large percentage of the 
delinquent premiums be collected, but 
also that a large volume of new busi- 
ness can also be written among men 
whom unenterprising agents fail to 
write up.”—John H. Roe. 





How to Save Delinquents.—One of 
the company papers has published the 
following views of an agent on how to 
save delinquents: 

“Agents and managers should avoid 
falling into the habit of accepting appli- 
cations from neighborhoods where re- 
side the very poor, unless application is 
investigated and found O. K 

“Applications should not be written 
On ‘repeaters’—cases that have pre- 
viously lapsed having paid but one 
month or perhaps nothing, unless full 
Policy fee is collected and first month, 
and reasonable assurances, from sur- 
roundings, etc., that the business will 
persist. 

‘Care should be taken, when writing 
any application, to make clear the prin- 
cipal Points of the policy, such as ‘first 
week’s sickness,’ ‘benefit after 90 days,’ 
etc., etc. Repeat these conditions when 
you deliver the policy. Then the pol- 
icyholder will not so likely become dis- 
Satisfied by saying that he did not un- 
derstand his policy. 

You want to be enthusiastic when in 
the presence of your policyholders, es- 


to smile and let your face broaden out, 
and when talking maintain a firm busi- 
ness expression. Your enthusiasm will 
be imparted to your policyholder and 
he will be a friend and likely to per- 
sist. 

“T find it a good plan, when deliver- 
ing a policy, to ask the policyholder 
to speak to his friends about his policy 
and when you come in again, to give 
you the names and you will call and 
explain the policy the same as you did 
to him. If one in ten will take the in- 
terest to give you a name or two, you 
have strengthened the faith of such pol- 
icies and lessened the chance of 
lapse.” 





Acting on the Square—An experi- 

enced manager has given this advice: 
_ “In the —< or placing of the pol- 
icy, an agent should acquaint the ap- 
plicant with the weak as well as the 
strong points of the contract. I know 
that some of the field men will hold up 
their hands in horror at this statement, 
but I have tried both plans (in no case 
misrepresenting the policy), and have 
occasionally omitted or passed over the 
weak points only to find later that some 
shrewd agent of a competing company 
had done what I should have done, and 
he enjoys the business while I have the 
stigma of the lapse as penalty for my 
neglect. And the wonderful assistance 
this is to the claim department at the 
home office! 

“When the policyholder has a dis- 
ability which entitles him to indemnity 
only under the partial indemnity pro- 
vision of the policy, make that fact 
clear to him; show him in a business- 
like way why he is not entitled to full 
indemnity, and prepare him for all such 
emergency cases. He will then respect 
you and remain a steadfast policyholder 
who cannot be persuaded to lapse his 
policy.” 





Persistent Policyholders—George 
Brown, manager of the German Com- 
mercial Accident at Detroit, uses as a 
talking point the argument that every 
man meets with accident or illness, 
more or less serious, some time, and 
that he’ll surely realize on his policy if 
he hangs on. 

Curious to know just how this works 
out with his own policyholders, he went 
over the card record of the first ten 
men to whom he sold policies in the 
company which he has been represent- 
ing for something less than five years. 
After eliminating those who had lapsed 
he found that of the ten who are stil! 
paying their premiums accidents have 
disabled five, and that one is confined 
in a sanitarium suffering from nervous 
prostration. The accidents were: 1, 
twisted his ankle stepping on a small 
stone in his back yard; 2, riding on 
back of a street car, was victim of an 
unintentional kick on the leg in a 
scuffle between a disorderly passenger 
and the conductor; 3, fell from a street 
car step; 4, fell in a “josh” running 
race, spraining his wrist and back; 5, 
auto struck a hole and threw him out, 
resulting in scalp wounds. The claims 
varied from $15 to $61.25 and the period 
of disability from three to eight weeks. 

Some prospects might argue back 
that none of these particular accidents 
were serious, which is quite true, but it 
was simply a chance that they were 
luckier than other groups of policy- 
holders who have been disabled for 
months and who were paid all the way 
from $100 to $250, far more than they 
had invested in premiums, to say noth- 
ing of several death claims.

These rates are based on the 
combined or of nearly all the 
companies which have been engaged in 
the business for any considerable 
length of time. They approach scien- 
tific accuracy as nearly as a constantly 
changing experience permits. In the 
opinion of most of the best underwrit- 
ers business cannot be written profit- 
—, at lower rates than these. 





means work for agents. It will be no 
small task to make all the necessary re- 
adjustments. There will be complaints 
from many assured. Some will drop 
their liability insurance and others will 
go to the few companies which believe 
they can afford to write the business at 
less than the manual rates. 

But it means the a i of the busi- 
ness on the proper basis. It means bet- 
ter indemnity, for no company can con- 
tinually write at too low a rate without 
weakening itself. It means that the 


constantly increasing cost of industrial | 


accidents is to be charged to the em- 
pleyers and presumably passed on by 
them to the public, which has enacted 
the laws and served on the juries which 
have increased the cost. With practi- 
cally uniform rates the best agent and 
the best company will win. Those 
agents who have built up a business 
on cut rates will have to reap the fruit 
of their folly. But those who in the 
Alemoralization of the past few years 
have adhered most closely to correct 
practices will have their reward. On 
the whole the new rates will mean more 
income for the agents, a fair profit for 
the companies and on the whole only 
a fair charge upon the assured for the 
liability the insuring companies are as- 
suming. 





Travelers’ Comment — Commenting 
on the year’s work in its liability de- 
partment the Travelers’ says: 

“The liability department shows a 
gain in premiums of $914,976, bringing 
the Mera steamer sae receipts for the year 
of this department over $5,400,000, a re- 
sult obtained without any sacrifice of 
selection. Considering that the com- 
pany seeks quality rather than quan- 
tity, and that the year has been marked 
not only by spirited competition but 
by considerable uncertainty and change 
due to the enactment in some states of 
new employers’ liability acts of an ex- 
treme character the increase is particu- 


frequently | 


larly gratifying. Some of the legisla- 
tion enacted or contemplated will un- 
doubtedly make more lawsuits and do 
little or nothing to solve the prob- 
lem, but it is believed that in time ap- 
propriate compensation laws adjusted 
to the interests of both employer and 
employee will be worked out. 

“The belief of the Travelers, that an 
injury prevented is a benefaction, an 
injury compensated an apology, is be- 
coming more and more generally ac- 
cepted as the true test of service to 
both employer and employee. The 
Travelers was the first company to 
recognize the necessity of prevention 
of accidents by a careful inspection 
of risks, and has now a competent 


a | corps of trained engineers and inspec-

tors numbering over 135 men. By 
means of this service higher stand- 
ards of safety have been maintained 
and the methods of accident preven- 
tion are being improved continually.” 





Employe Held Liable—The decision 
that an employer was entitled to in- 
demnity from negligent employes in 
case of injury to a fellow employe was 
upheld on appeal to the house of lords 
of Great Britain. The case was that 
of a boy, a piecer in a cotton mill in 
Leeds, who was caught in machinery 
and injured, one of the two minders 
having started the machinery without 
notice. In arbitration proceedings the 
employer was required to pay com- 
pensation for the injury. In _ the 
county court he claimed the right of 
indemnity from the negligent work- 
men, and the county judge ruled that 
he was entitled to indemnity. Upon 
appeal to the higher court counsel for 
the employes argued that the decision 
by the county judge was erroneous and 
wrong in law; that the construction 
placed upon a section of the work- 
men’s compensation act was errone- 
ous and that the decision was wrong. 
In the opinion of the court the decis- 
ion of the county court was right and 
the appeal dismissed. The house of 
lords sustained this view of the case. 





New York Law Sustained—The con- 
stitutionality of the recent New York 
statute imposing a liability on em- 
ployers whose employes are injured 
while engaged in a dangerous employ- 
ment, independent of negligence, has 
been passed upon favorably by the 
supreme court of New York in the 
case of Ives v. Buffalo Railway Com- 
pany, 124 N. Y. S. 920. The gist of 
the decision is that the legislature may 
impose a liability where there is no 
fault on the part of the person on whom 
it is imposed, just as at the common 
law a husband was liable for the torts

of his wife and a master for the acts of 
his servant, without any showing of 
negligence on his part in choo:zing the 
servant or of participation in the act 
of the latter. 

It is to be hoped that the case will 
be carried to the court of last resort 


and a _ speedy decision rendered. 
Similar statutes are pending in a 
number of states, and a_ decision 


of the New York court of appeals 
upholding this law will go far towards 
strengthening the knees of appellate 
courts afflicted with an excessive sup- 
ply of constitutional law.—National 
Corporation Reporter. 





Intervention of Brokers—An adjust- 
er who handles a very large number of 
liability claims says that one of the 
serious nuisances he has to contend 
with’ is getting notices of losses 
through brokers. The best brokers, 
he says, are glad to leave losses alone 
and the result is that their assured get 
better service and a lower loss ratio 
than do those who deal with brokers 
that insist upon having losses report- 
ed to them. With the chances of fail- 
ing to catch people by phone and 
cther causes of delay, if the assured 
reports accidents to his broker, several 
hours may elapse before the adjuster 
learns of them. Then the information 
may be so incomplete that he has to 
go to the assured for more. In the 
meantime much needed witnesses may 
be lost track of or damage case law- 
yers may get hold of the injured per- 
son. It is very important, especially in 
large cities, that the claim department 
learn of accidents just as soon as pos- 
sible after they occur. There are some 
general agents who absolutely refuse to 
write risks if the accidents are to be 
reported through brokers. 





How to Transfer Interest—Our 
agents may at times be requested to 
transfer the interest under a liability 
policy from one assured to another. 
Such an assignment of interest must 
be made by the assured. If it meets 
our approval, we will endorse our as- 
sent, but will not be responsible for 
the validity of the transfer. 

If no accidents have occurred, the as- 
sured may safely make the assignment. 
But if accidents have happened and 
there are any claims or suits pending, 
a transfer is not wise because the as- 





sured will be without documentary ev- 
idence of the insurance during the pe- 
riod in which the accidents occurred and 
will have to rely upon the person to 
whom he assigned his policy for his 
evidence. 

Many assured will insist upon retain- 
ing a policy which has been canceled. 
The company will agree to this, pro- 
vided, of course, the assured sign the 
usual cancelation receipt prepared for 
the purpose. 

Agents should be guided in the trans- 
fer of policies strictly by the instruc- 
tions herein given. In case of policies, 
the premium of which is based up- 
on compensation to employes, a state- 
ment of pay roll expenditures under 
the policy up to the date of the 
transter should be secured and pre- 
mium adjustment made before the 
company’s assent is given to the trans- 
fer. Agents should refuse to assent 
te the transfer until the assured has 
complied with this requirement. It is 
desirable that agents discourage trans- 
ters as much as possible. In order to 
prevent complications, policies should 
be canceled and new policies issued to 
the new assured.—U. S. F. & G. Bulle- 
tin.

Tendency to Malingering by Workmen 
and Liberal Interpretation of “Ac- 
cident” Have Effect 





Admitting the correctness of the 
principle of workmen’s compensation 
and admitting that this system of dis- 
tributing the burden of industrial acci- 
dents would be desirable, the one big 
practical question which looms up is, 
what will it cost? To the manufac- 
turer this is of vital importance. His 
industrial existence may depend upon 
it. The manufacturer at Racine, Wis., 
for example, may not be able to con- 
tinue in business if he is to be bur- 
dened with a heavy cost for compen- 
sation, while one making similar goods 
at Waukegan, Ill., or Chicago is not 
so burdened. 

Even if it were known just what 
it would cost to compensate injured 
workmen under exactly the conditions 
prevailing under present liability laws, 
that cost could not safely be taken as 
the cost under compensation laws. 

Two Factors at Work 

There are at least two factors at 
work under compensation laws which 
are not operative—at any rate not to 
the same extent—under liability laws, 
viz.: Malingering by workmen and 
the different attitude of courts. 

On the former question a very prom- 
inent liability man recently wrote to 
a friend as follows: 

“Enclosed I beg to hand you a copy 
of extract from an article appearing 
in the Review of London which, in 
view of the workmen’s compensation 
law in New York state and general 
talk in other states, will, I think, be 
interesting. The point is this, that all 
the commissions, all the writers and 
all the speakers try to prove that work- 
men’s compensation will be one of the 
cheapest things on record. It simply 
shows that they don’t know what they 
are talking about, and this little note 
is a good and sufficient answer to a lot 
of ‘cheap’ talk on this question.” 


Malingering Is Seen 

The article referred to reads as fol- 
lows: 

“It seems to be an acknowledged 
fact that the increase in sick pay 
amongst the large friendly societies, 
and other organizations making a fea- 
ture of sickness and accident benefits, 
is undoubtedly one of the effects pro- 
duced by the last workmen’s compen- 
sation act. Under the circumstances 
it is not surprising that ways of cir- 
cumventing this unduly high propor- 
tion of sick benefit payments are under 
keen and close discussion. At one of 
the conferences the chairman said that 
a certain recommendation brought for- 
ward was actuated alone by the dis- 
covery that members remained longer 
on the sick list since the passing of 
the workmen’s compensation act. This 
is a difficult and complicated subject, as 
it is dovetailed with that of malinger- 
ing. Under the old act a man who 
would stay away two or three days 
from some slight injury now makes it 
up to a week to qualify for compen- 
sation. It may go on longer, partic- 
ularly if the class of employment is 
not quite up to the workman’s lik- 
ing. 

Construction of “Accident” 

The tendency of the courts to con- 
Strue “accident” or “injury” liberally 
under compensation acts is well illus- 
trated in an opinion of the attorney- 
general of the United States on a case 
which arose under the federal law pro- 
viding for compensation for injured 
employes of certain departments of the

following. 
A plate printer in the bureau of en- 
graving and printing in the usual per- 
formance of his work, which he had 
been doing for several years, devel- 
oped a sprained wrist, attended by 
swelling and weakness of the muscles, 
and claimed compensation. There had 
not been what would ordinarily be 
called an “accident,” for the sprained 
onmnee came on gradually during the 
ay. 
” Opinion of Attorney-General 
The attorney-general, after reciting 
the circumstances of the case and 
quoting the law, says: 
“The statute quite consistently pro- 
vides for cases of injuries in the course 
of the employment and accidents re- 
sulting in death or otherwise. The 
word ‘injury’ is employed comprehen- 
sive'y to embrace all the cases of inca- 
pacity to continue the work of employ- 
ment unless the injury is cue tu the 
negligence or misconduct of the em- 
plcye injuwied and including a!) cases 
where as a result of the employe’'s 
cecupation he. without any negligence 
or miscenduct, becomes unable to carry 
on his work and this condition cor- 
tinues for more than fifteza days. The 
word ‘accident’ is employei to denote 
the happening of some unusuai cvent, 
producing death or injury which resuits 
in incapacity for work, las!ing more 
than fifteen days. That is to say, with- 
in the language of the statute an em- 
plove may te injured in the course 
of his cmpleyment without having suf- 
fered a Gefiaite accident.” 

British Decisions Cited 

The attorney-general cites English 
and Scotch decisions under the English 
law where workmen had sprained or 
ruptured themselves by lifting, in 
which cases the judges used such lan- 
guage as the following: 

“ ‘Tf a workman in the reasonable per- 
formance of his duties sustains a phy-~1- 
ological injury as the result of the 
work he is engaged in...... this is ac- 
cidental injury in the sense of the 
statute.’ 

“IT shall only add that concurring 
as I fully do in kclling that the word 
accident’ in the statute is t» be taken 
in its popular and ordinary sense, I 
think it denuzcs or includes any ur- 
expect’: personal injury to the werk- 
man in the course of his employment 
from any unlo: xed for misiap or ve 
currener.” 

The attorney-general describes the 
federal statute mentioned as a “benefi- 
cent statute” which should not be con- 
strued to exclude any cases fairly in- 
cluded under it. This appears to be 
the English view also. In a liability 
case the employer is in a sense on 
trial for negligence and the injury re- 
sulting from the negligence and the 
negligence must be proved. A compen- 
sation law on the other hand is a 
“beneficent statute” designed to give 
relief to all entitled to it and to be 
construed liberally in favor of the un- 
fortunate person. Under a compensa- 
tion law many “injuries” would be paid 
for which are not “accidents” as un- 
derstood under a liability law.

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PULLING EVERY STRING 

In some sections there seems to be 
an impression that the individual pre- 
iniums on judicial bonds are not suffi- 
ciently large to justify an active and 
systematic solicitation for this class of 
business. 

The idea is erroneous. In the first 
place, the fact should not be lost sight 
of that in securing these bonds an 
agent is placed in a strategic position 
to solicit other lines of insurance. To 
illustrate: A bond is executed for an ad- 
ministrator or an executor. It is 
learned that among the distributees or 
legatees some are minors. For such 
minors a guardian must be appointed, 
to look after their interests during their 
minority, and the guardian is required 
by law to give bond. The agent, hav- 
ing executed the first bond, knows in 
advance that the second bond is nec- 
essary, and of course secures it; this 
second bond will in all probability run 
for a number of years. The bond of 
the guardian being executed, the agent 
assumes joint control of the estate. He 
is thereby enabled to indicate in what 
institutions the securities and cash shall 
be deposited; this influence serves as 
a most effective lever in securing from 
such depository its bank burglary in- 
surance, the fidelity bonds of its cash- 
ier and other employees, and its de- 
pository bonds. The agent furthermore 
becomes acquainted with the bank offi- 
cials, and is afforded a favorable op- 
portunity to solicit their individual in- 
surance. In the exercise of joint con- 
trol, when checks are brought to the 
agent’s office for countersignature, us- 
ually by the persons to whom they are 
made payable, he is once more in a 
position to make a successful canvass 
of his various lines —The Budget.

There is a practice among surety 
companies which in our opinion is un- 
desirable. Reference is made to the 
publication at the beginning of the 
year of an annual statement based on 
gross assets and then within a month 
or two filing statements with the in- 
surance departments based on ad- 
mitted assets. The apparent shrinkage 
in assets and net surplus does not 
look good. The publication in the 
charts and insurance reports of the 
figures which comply with the state- 
ment requirements of the insurance de- 
artments makes the first statements 
ook stuffed, and anything that ap- 
proaches stuffing of statements makes 
an unfavorable impression. 


Gets the Business—One of the com- 
pany papers says: 

“An agent in an eastern city has 
built up a big contracting bond busi- 
ness by conducting for the benefit of 
the contractors of his city a service and 
information bureau. 

“He keeps in close touch with all 
city work by means of the map papers, 
and through acquaintances in the differ- 
ent city departments. Whenever con- 
tracts are to be awarded by public 
letting he immediately sends out no- 
tices to all contractors doing that kind 
of work. 

“With this notice he sends forms for 
the contractors’ bid bonds. He gets 
the business.” 











Advertising and Soliciting—Adver- 
tising is the weapon of the business 
world today. It is the weapon of 
progression in politics, business and 
even religion. 

In a general way, advertising is an 
effort through publicity to acquaint the 
world with yourself and your wares. 
It is as often wasted as made effective 
—perhaps oftener. In hunting, you 
search for the animal target and then 
shoot at it. You charge your gun 
according to the game sought. Ad- 
vertisements must be shot at human 
targets, and they must be so prepared 
that they will strike inio the target 
aimed at. 

To be made effective, advertising 
must be followed by solicitation. -Ad- 
vertisements arrest the attention. So- 
licitation clinches the order. 

Advertising alone, by a surety agent, 
will produce him some business—not 
much, but some. An Iowa agent ran a 
caricature ad in a local paper, and sev- 
eral months afterwards a member of a 
law firm placed a big line of bonds 
with him, stating that the impression 
made by the comic ad had remained 
with him ever since. Persistent and 
clever advertising will bring you the 
floating business—the business that is 
not arrested and caught by a competing 
ey while it is on the way to your 
office in response to the call of the ad. 
Advertising alone will not bring you 
the business if it is intercepted by 
solicitation. 

Advertising is greatly helpful, but it 
must be accompanied or followed by 
solicitation. That is it; advertise and 
solicit—all the time. 

Solicitation will get business without 
advertising—much business. Solicita- 
tion is essential—absolutely necessary. 
Advertising is an aid.—Bankers Surety 
Bondman. 





Need of Large Resources—Fire un- 
derwriters for a long time have recog- 
nized the danger of writing “jumbo” 
lines. Some companies which have 
undertaken this have come to a sad 
end. Surety companies in the very 
nature of their business are obliged 
to do this. To be sure, they have a con- 
stant run of small premiums and small 
losses, but in addition they are con- 
stantly exposed to what fire underwrit- 
ers call the “conflagration hazard”— 
the danger of occasional very large 
losses. It is this which makes neces- 
sary a large capital and a large sur- 
plus. They must be sufficient to stand 
the strain of the extraordinary loss. 





Theoretically the surplus alone must 
be sufficient for that purpose, but in 
case of distress capital can be reduced 
and surplus thereby increased to meet 
the emergency. 

_The need of carrying a large surplus 
gives rise to the necessity for rates 
which may appear high; the company 
must be constantly preparing for the 
evil day when the extraordinary loss 
will occur. 





Renewable Business—Every agent 
entering the surety business should en- 
deavor from the start to build up re- 
newable business. In many places, es- 
pecially in the west, contract bonds 
offer the best prospect of an imme- 
diate income. There is danger that the 
agent in his anxiety to get something 
doing at once will give his attention 
to contract, court and official bonds 
to the exclusion of the fidelity busi- 
ness, which is slower to build up. It 
is in overlooking the fidelity business 
that he makes his mistake, not in going 
energetically after the other kind of 
bonds. In contract and court busi- 
ness, the agent builds up a clientele, 
which is very valuable, but in fidelity 
business he is building up the nearest 
possible approacn to an assured steady 
income. 





Get the Small Bonds—Recently the 
Commercial West told of the various 
schemes bankers had adopted to in- 
crease their deposits. Several of them 
aimed at securing small deposits, not 
because such ones are very desirable 
in themselves to commercial banks, but 
because they often grow into biz ones 
that are desirable. It is much the same 
with bonds. Little fiduciary bonds are 
a nuisance to some agents, yet the 
surety agent who will not cultivate the 
small business is neglecting good 
“leads” for large bonds. It is the agent 
who gives careful, courteous attention 
to the bond the small contractor wants 
who is likely to get his big bonds when 
his business grows. The strugglinz 
young attorney of today with his petty 
probate work may be the leader at the 
bar, handling the great estates and big 
receiverships, a few years hence, and 
the surety agent who gave him good 
service when he was not receiving much 
consideration will have the inside track 
when prosperity comes to him. 





Capitalizes Acquaintance. — Speaking 
of a sucessful surety manager who en- 
joys a large income, a representative of 
the same company said recently: “He 
has not a great technical knowledge of 
the business and the company pays him 
out of all proportion to the vaiue of 
his services simply as a supervisory 
officer. What it pays him for is his 
ability to get business, the great num- 
ber of his friends, his influence and the 
strings he can pull.” 

He has subordinates who can handle 
all the details. In fact, his time is too 
valuable to be taken up in such work, 
if he were adapted to it. The average 
man who solicits surety bonds must do 
the detail work himself and must be 
competent to do it right if he would 
make a success. This man’s strong 
point is his ability to make his past 
business connections and friendships 
result in business for his company. 





Flat Cancellations—Surety com- 
panies have lost considerable in pre- 
miums to which they were entitled 
through complying with requests of 
agents that they remit the earned pre- 
mium for the short term that court 
bonds may have run over an even year. 
One of the companies has given its 
agents a very straight talk on this sub- 
ject. It is a practice which ought to 
be discontinued. A company is en- 
titled to pay for the full time it is car- 
rying liability. Furthermore the surety 
agent is entitled to pay for the full 
period of his service. There is no rea- 
son why he should look after a bond 
fifteen months and draw commission 
only on a year’s premium.
